I respectfully recommend that you petition Congress by 

Memorial to amend Paragraph 5 of Chapter 829, Laws of the 
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United States of 1878, approved June 19, 1878, which limits 
the membership of the Territorial Legislative Assembly to 
twelve members of the Council and twenty-four members of 
the House of Representatives. Under the present law the 
Legislature has no power to increase this representation, and 
whenever it becomes expedient or necessary to reapportion 
the Territory, representation must be reduced in some sub- 
divisions, if increased in others, and the total number can 
under no circumstances be increased, no matter how great 
the increase in the population of the Territory; and should 
it become necessary in the interests of good government 
to create new counties, making more than twelve in the 
Territory, no provision can now be madefor representation 
in the Legislative Council, unless it be joint with that of 
some other county, andif the new counties created have 
representation in either branch of the Legislature, a new ap- 
portionment must be nad. In view of present conditions and 
probable future requirements, I recommend that you memor- 
ialize Congress to soamend the law as to allow the Territory 
of Arizona sixteen members of the Territorial Council and 
thirty-two members of the House of Representauives.

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The following message from the Governor, was read and 
on motion, was referred to the committee on Agriculture: 


Executive Department, Office of the Governor, 
PxHoeEnrx, Arizona, February 11, 1899. 


To the Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Twentieth Legislative Assembly of 
Arizona: 


I respectfully submit for your consideration that the ques- 
tion of water storage and the reclamation of the so-called arid 
lands within the Territory should have attention from you 
commensurate, if possible, with its great importance to the 
material interests of Arizona. Our agricultural sections have 
made rapid progress in development until we are now con- 
fronted with the indisputable evidence that we have about 
reached our limit of development under present conditions 
controlling the conservation and distribution of water; and 
that much further progress cannot be had until ways and 
means are devised by which to increase the water supply in 
localities where irrigation is necessary. Our Territory is rich 
in mines, cattle and timber, but the farming interests are 
very important. Farmers and farming products are nearly 
everywhere the mainstay of civilization and government. The 
great valleys of the Gila and Salt, the Colorado, the Santa 
Cruz, the Verde and other rivers of Arizona, can be made 
veritable gardens of agricultural and horticultural products, 
so that the taxable wealth of the Territory can be increased 
more from this than from any other source. I believethat you 
should recognize and aid, so far as you properly can, water 
storage for land reclamation pir pones, I therefore recommend 
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that, in addition to a memorial to Congress, asking the ces- 
sion to Arizona of the public lands within the Territory, you 
enact a law exempting from taxation for a term of years, res- 
ervoirs and canals which may be constructed within the next 
few years, for the purpose of storing and delivering water for 
public use, under such limitations as you deem just and 
fair as to control, and alsoinregard to rates that may be 
charged. In my judgment, the exemption from taxation of 
this kind of property is more justifiable than is that of any 
other property exemption, for the reason that when reser- 
voirs and canals are constructed they cannot fail to increase 
the taxable wealth and population of the Territory in a very 
large degree, by making possible and including the occu- 
pancy and development of lands now vacant and non produ- 
cing. I consider the enlargement and improvement of the 
water and irrigation systems of Arizona an imperative neces- 
sity for the good of the people.

The following message from the Governor was read: 
Executive Department, Office of the Governor, 
Puoenrx, Arizona, February 18, 1899, 
To the Honorable the Council of the Twentieth Legislative 
Assembly of Arizona. 

I have the honor to inform you that I have this day signed 
Council Bill No. 18, An Act to legalize the retention of fees 
received by County Assessors for the collection of poll tax. 

I should not have affixed my signature to this Act were it 
not for the practically unanimous vote it received from the 
Legislative Assembly, but two votes being cast against it in 
the Council, and none in the House of Representatives. Such 
pronounced support indicates that the Legislature is firmly 
convinced cf the wisdom of the measure. 

I respectfully invite your attention to the manner in which 
the beneficiaries of this legislation have performed their du- 
ties: Large corporations and companies doing business 
within the Territory are required by law to virtually collect 
the poll taxes for the assessor and turn the same over to him. 
These collections require no effort on his part, but he very 
complacently pockets twenty-five cents for each poll collect- 
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ed. He, as a rule, does not disturb himself in a very mark- 
ed degree to collect poll taxes from citizens generally, and 
the revenue received from that source is inconsiderable. It 
is argued that assessors, if allowed twenty-five cents for each 
poll, will be more dilligent in the performance of their duties, 
and the revenues will be largely increased from the operation, 
of this law. Itis dificult to see wherein any more can be 
expected from these officersin the future than in the past, if 
there is nothing in the law to prevent them from using the 
same loose methods. It is alleged that theilaw has been vio- 
lated by innocent officers under misapprehension, they not’ 
being familiar with the terms of the statutes, and that this 
law is intended for their relief. Such an excuse is not worthy 
of a moment’s consideration. To any person competent to 
hold public office the law itself should always be sufficient 
notice, and the District Attorneys and Boards of Supervisors 
are responsible with the Assessor, for the way in which the 
latter officer performs his duty. In this connection I wish to 
suggest that the most crying evil with which our taxpayers 
are confronted is the utterly lax and inefficient manner in 
which taxes are assessed within the Territory. In many in- 
stances there is scarcely a semblance of proper assessments; 
lists are handed around at long intervals and copied annually, 
without effort at verification, and tax delinquences and in- 
debtedness which under proper assessment and collection 
would not occur, are directly chargeable to this weakness in 
the execution of our revenue laws, 

I respectfully request you to give this subject your most

THAT, WHEREAS, Act9 of the Nineteenth Legislature 
authorizing the erection of a Capitol Building, was ratified by 
Congress and approved by the President of the United States, 
March 8th, 1898,

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This Act authorizes the Territory of Arizona to issue One 
Hundred Thousand (100,000) dollars of bonds, to be known 
as ‘‘Capitol Building Bonds.” 


The records of the preceeding commission show that these 
bonds were issued and sold to C. R.Mayers,Columbus, Ohio, 
-at par. A commission of two and one-half per cent was al- 
lowed to C. R. Mayers for making the sale. The proceeds of 
the sale of the bonds were received by the Territorial Treas- 
urer on or about August 16, 1898. The present Commission 
organized August 19, 1898, by electing E. B. Gage Chairman 
and F. H. Parker Secretary. The Commission, acting on 
advice from the Attorney General, readvertised for plans for 
a Capitol building to be erected ata cost not to exceed One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


On November 1, 1898, the Commission proceeded to se- 
lect from sixteen different sets of plans the one which they 
thought was best adapted to suit the requirements for Arizo- 
na’s future Capitol. The plan selected is so arranged as to 
answer all present requirements and will admit of future ad- 
ditions without detracting from the appearance of the build- 
ing. Sealed proposals fur the erection of the Capitol Build- 
ing were received and opened. After due deliberation the 
Commission accepted a bid made by Mr. Lovell, of which the 
following is a copy.

That on visiting the school we found the faculty inefficient 
in number to properly care for the numerous high grade 
scholars and at the same time devote the proper attention to 
the primary grades,

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Notwithstanding the overworked condition of the instruct- 
ors, the systematic arrangenent of the classes and the dis- 
cipline of the scholars is beyond a shadow of criticism, there 
being a marked degree of respect and love shown by the 
scholars to their school in general and instructors in particu- 
lar. 


The library is meager, and in no way sufficient for the 
needs of the students of an institution such as our Normal 
should be. 


We find a decided bareness in the grounds around the 
school that can only be improved by provision being made 
for the employment of a landscape gardener. 


The old school building that was formerly the Normal 
school is now practically in disuse, and can be utilized very 
conveniently for any necessary purposes, such as a gymnasi- 
um, dormitory or any like purposes. 


In appreciation of the vast amount of good realized by the 
territory from the results of our Normal school, we have 
cited here only the weaknesses, and recommend that this be 
considered in the order in which they are cited. 


We further recommend that this Legislature remedy the 
defects to the full extent of the financijal ability of the terri- 
tory.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Mr, President—The Joint Committee appointed to investi- 
gate the Territorial University of Arizona, beg leave to re- 
port: 


Your Committee proceeded to the University and sought to 
make as thorough an examination of theconduct and affairs 
of the University as the limit of time would permit. 


We found the buildings in fairly good state of repair. ‘The 
main University building is apparently well constructed, but is 
too small for the purposes of a University and will inthe sear 
future, if the present growth continues, be entirely inadequate 
to meet the demands. The dormitories and residences for the 
professors are well and substantially built and with slight re- 

“pairs can be put in good condition, Addition to the dormitory 
isa necessity. 


The mill used for crushing and concentrating ores is a 
rough building sadly out of repair and on account of being at- 
tached to the building is unsightly, adding risk to the logs of 
the main building in case of fire, and when in operation, a dis- 
turbance to the students in recitation, or, when pursuing their 
studies. It should be removed. Its appliances for treating 
ore are out of date and can be of little value to promote modern 
methods as applied to the mining industry. 


The laboratory of the mining department is‘a well equipped 
for efficient instruction of a scientific and practical character, 
and the whole department is ably conducted by competent 
professors. : 


The laboratories of the agricultural department, where 
Professors Toumey and Forbes conduct scientific experiments 
for the analysis of soils, water, and investigations pursued on 
scientific lines, are very complete, 


‘The researches in these departments are ably conducted by 
enthusiastic and competent scientists. The investigations by 
Professor Toumey of the black knot so destructive to the decid- 
uous trees have been extensive and satisfactory and promises 
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to solve that complicated problem both as to its origin and its 
cure, 


The school of Manual Training evidences competent man- 
agement but the appliances to successfuily conduct it are inad- 
equate, Additional buildings and more machinery and tools 
are needed. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


The library is excellent for its size, and has many valuable 
books and periodicals. It is being added to each year as 
means will justify. The room is thirty by forty and too small 
for the accommodation of the library and students who need 
to use 1t for reading and investigation. ‘The library is becom- 
ing so va:uable, and increasing so rapidly. that it should, in 
connection with the museum, have a separate fire proof build- 
ing to accommodate and preserve it from the risk of loss by 
fire. 


The museum contains an excellent collection of the ores and 
mineral of Arizona and other regions, all valuable for educa- 
tionalwork Several thousand specimens have been collectedand 
could with difficulty be duplicated or replaced. There is 
crowded into the same room ornithological and archaeological 
or NER deposited by Herbert Brown. ‘The ornithological 
collection is composed of every species of bird in Arizona, 
with specimens of their nests and eggs. It isa great credit to 
the owner and very valuable. It should by all means be pro- 
tected by a fire proof building. 


While we were unable to make a critical examination into 
the courses of study and methods of teaching, still everything 
appeared to be ably conducted. We found one hundred and 
thirty students in attendance, and a corps of fifteen teachers, 
beside six assistants and a janitor, two stenographers and one 
engineer. 


Six assistants are selected from deserving students and are 
employed for teaching in the laboratory, in drilling the cadets, 
work in the library, and for the performance of duties of min- 
orimportance. Their payranges from fiveto twenty-five each per 
month for the school year, aggregating eighty-five dollars per 
month. ‘These appointments are wisely made and the money 
judiciously expended. There are four good teachers on a sal- 
ary of one hundred dollars per month each, teaching the stu- 


. > 
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dents in the preparatory- department, which has about ninety 
students. . 

Professor Blake has charge of the school of mines and is a 
man of wide experience“ and well qualified to hold this pos- 
ition. Professor Bolbe is assayer in his department and com- 
petent. Professors Toumey and Forbes in their respective de- 
partments of biology and botany and chemistry are a credit to 
the University, and are the two professo:s who represent ably 
and well the agricultural department in labaratory work. 
There are five professors, including Professor Parker, members 
of the faculty representing other departments. So faras we 
can judge all are well qualified for their positions. 

There are two stenographers and typewriters, one engineer, 
one janitor and mail carrier to do work for the University. 
The experiment station department has a superintendent and 
engineer on a salary of one hundred and sixty dollars and six- 
ty-six cents per month. A professor of agriculture and horti- 
culture‘on a salary ot one hundred dollars per month: They 
have six assistants, viz: 


- Three foremen, three laborers, with salaries aggregating 
two hundred and forty-three doilars per month. 


The University can beanalyzed with reference to its number 
of classes and students as follows; 


The catalogue of 1897-98 before us shows, that in the col- 
lege proper there were twenty-eight students in the four class- 
es; ninety-nine in the preparatory department, and twenty- 
nine pursuing special courses; one hundred and fifty-six in all. 
There are one hundred and thirty students in Attendance this 
year. We have not the exact information to classify, but pre- 
suine that about the same ratio exist now as is réported in the 
catalogue of 1897-98. If sothis would give about twenty- 
four in the four classes in the coilege proper, ninety in the pre- 
paratory department, and twenty-six pursuing special courses. 


There are forty students in the college classes and the spec- 
ial course to be taught in other ways. There are five profess- 
ors, including the president and th.ee assistants, besides the 
four professors Blake, Toumey, Forbes and Bolbe, heads of 
special bureaus, to give instruction. In the judgment of.the 
committee thirteen competent instructors and three assistants 
are more‘than are needed to adequately instruct one hundred 
and thirty students. with ninety of them in the preparatory 
department. i

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THE ENDOWMENTS. 


Congress passed an Act August 30, 1890, appropriating an- 
nually fifteen thousand dollars for each state and territory, 
said money to be taken from proceeds derived from the sale of 
agricultural lands, stipulating that one thousand dollars should 
be added to it each year until the sum should reach twenty- 
five thousand dollars and continue at that amount, and be 
used for the more complete endowment and maintenance of 
colleges for the benefit of agriculture aud the mechanic arts. 
It stipulated that ‘‘it shall be applied only to instrnct ‘in agri- 
culture, the niechanic arts, the English language and the var- 
ious branches of mathematica], physical, natural and economic 
sciences, with special reference to their applications in the in- 
dustries of life and to the facilities for such instruction.’? Sec- 
tion 2 provides that if there is a colored college as well as 
white in states, the money shall be equally divided between 
the two. Section 3 provides thatif any portion of the money 
received by the designated officers of the state or territory for 
the further and more complete endowment, support and main- 
tenance of colleges or institutions for colored students, as pro- 
vided in this act, shall by any act or contingency be dimin- 
ished or lost or be misapplied, it shall be replaced ‘by the state 
or territory to which it belongs, and until so replaced no sub- 
sequent appropriation shall be apportioned or paid to such 
state or territory. It further stipulates that none of this fund 
can be used to purchase grounds, build buildings or make re- 
pairs. By an Act of Congress March 2, 1887, fifteen thou- 
sand dollars more was appropriated to be available annually 
and set apart for experimental work, stipulating that none of 
this money can be used to purchase grounds or erect huildings, 
and only five per cent of it for repairs. The purpose of this 
Act is described in substance as follows: 


“To establish agricultural experiment statiors for the pur- 
pose of conducting original researches or verifying experi- 
ments on the physiology of plants and animals, the diseases 
to which they are severally subject and with the remedies of 
the same. ` 


The chemical composition of useful plants at their different 
stages of growth. 


The co-operative advantages of rotative cropping as pursued 
under a varying series of crops. 
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The capacity of new trees or plants for acclimation. 
The analysis of soils and water. 


! > 
The chemical composition of manure, natural and artificial, 
with experiments designed to test their comparative effects on 
crops of different kinds. 


The adaptation and the value of grasses and forage plants. 


The composition and digestibility ofthe different kinds of 
food for domestic animals. 


The scientific and ecor omic question involved in the pro- 
duction of butter and cheese, and such other researches or ex- 
periments on the agricultural industry of the United States. 
This is the genera] tenor and scope of the Act, aud as appli- 
cable to condition in Arizona, it would include methods of ir- 
rigation, time, manner and resuits of the application of water 
to the different kinds of soil. 


It is stipulated when there is no agricultural college in a 
state or territory to accept and use this fund as intended, a 
state university may accept the trust and expend the appropi- 
ation under direction of an agricultural department. 


In 1887 a statute was passed by the Legislature of Arizona 
as a revision of the Act of 1885. establishing the University of 
Arizona. Paragraph 2,495, Section 10, of the Revised Stat- 
utes declares: 


The University shall consist of five departments: 
1. The department of Science, Literature and the Arts. 


2. The department of Theory and Practice of* minasa 
Instruction. 


3. The department of Agriculture. _ 
4. The Normal Department, 


5. The department of Mineralogy and School of Mines. 


Under subdivision 4, viz.: the department of Agriculture, 
the Territory accepted the trust of expending this thirty thou- 
sand dollars and its addition, from the Government as directed 
by the Acts of Congress. This fund under those Acts, the 
one known as the Morrill Act, which has now increased to 
twenty-five thousand dollars, and the other devoted to experi- 
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mental work fifteen thousand dollars. There is now being ex- 
pended annually from this source forty thousand dollars. 


Although these moneys were set apart and declared to be 
appropriated especially for the more complete endowment and 
maintenance of colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts, we find from reports made to us that the Re- 
geuts of the University are nsing money from these two funds 
to pay all the salaries of teachers in every ‘department of the 
University, except $62.50 per month as part pay of the pro- 
fessor of languages, $35.00 per month to the foreman of 
grounds, $42.50 for janitor, $32.50 for laborer and $5.00 per 
month for timekeeper, aggregating in all $177.50 per month, 
which sums are paid from the Territorial fund. 


While much of this forty thousand dollars can be legitimate- 
ly used for the payment of the expenses of the University from 
the Agricultural fund, we are of the opinion that the con- 
struction of the law, by which so great a per cent of it is ex- 
pended to maintain all of the departments declared by the Ari- 
zona Statutes to be separate and distinct, cannot be thus ex- 
pended unless it is admitted thit the whole University, except 
the fraction of it which teaches the languages, has passed to 
the department of Agriculture, and the University to all in- 
tents aud purposes has become an Agricultural college. 


EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 


Already one hundred and fifty thousand dollars has been 
paid into the treasury of Arizona the past ten years for experi- 
mentation inthe interests of agriculture. What are the re- 
sults? Outside of the labratory work performed by Professors 
Toumey and Forbes in their departments, the results have 
been in later years for the most part meager and unsatisfactory. 
Aside from results obtained from experiments of sugar beets 
carried on by the cc-operation of the farmers who furnished the 
land and water, and did all the work and met all the expense, 
except that for seed and the care of one plat of ground at the 
canaigre farm, thereis very little worth speaking of to show 
for all this expenditure of money. As the director of the sta- 
tion, in his report of the past year says: 


“So far as we can find, for many of the years in the past it 
can be said the changes of the station workers in inopportune 
times and the incompetency of foremen at other times, have so 
seriously interfered with field experiments that the results are 
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valueless and subject to severe criticism on the part of the pub- 
lie.” 


As the value of the labratory depends upon the care and ac- 
curacy of the field work, this failure of field work had practi- 
cally rendered the laboratory workof little value. 


There has been worse failures upon lands on the Univetsity ` 
grounds declared by the director to beentirely unsuited for 
field experiments, and lands used adjacent to Tucson reported 
as lacking sufficient water supply, than in any other place. 
The director says that the only land controlled by the station 
during the year that could be used for general culture work 
was the sub-station at Phoenix, and then adds ‘The distance 
of this sub-station from Tucson made it impracticable to exer- 
cise much control in management from the University.” 


The main trouble arises from the fact that there is no suita- 
ble land near the college to make experiments upon, and lands 
obtainable in agricultural valleys are so distant from the Uni- 
versity as to preclude satisfactory results. 


The University, asa literary institution and for the success- 
ful conduct of the school of.mines is favorably located, but for 
the promotion of the department of agricuiture, its location is 
unfortunate. 


The Board of Regents express the faith and hope that they 
can profit by the experience of the past and redeem, in part, the 
past failures. a 


Unless the Legislature seeks the remedy for the solution of 
this problem by the establishment of an agricultural college to 
be placed in a valley adapted to agriculture, and thus pave the 
way for the proper expenditure of this money intended to pro- 
mote agriculture and the mechanical arts, we think that prompt 
measures should be taken for the more economic and direct use 
of that money to secure satisfactory results. 


We believe that there is morethan enough inthe Morrill 
funds to pay every teacher needed and entitled to receive mon- 
ey from that fund. By so doing, it would leave intact the fif- 
teen thousand dollars for experiments to be expended for field 
and agricultural work, and the feeding of stock. 


Now that the laboratories are fully equipped and supplied, 
unless there is legal objection, which we cannot discover, the 
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pay for laboratory work can also be taken from the Morrill 
fund. Inesmuch as this fund was appropriated in the interests 
of agriculture and its adjuncts, we think itis due that the 
agricultural, horticultural and stock interests should be repre- 
sented on the Board of Regents, by an experienced man, and 
the whole fund should be expended with wisdom, skill and 
economy so as to secure better results to these interests.’ ~ 


Your committee is mindful of the fact that if the three great 
interests of the Territory, mining, agriculture and stock repre- 
sented in the agricultural department ofthe University are 
‘properly conserved and are able to direct the proper expendi- 
ture of this munificent appropriation by the Government, un- 
told benefit will accrue to the Territory aud problems will be 
solved that will place our Territory in the van of all the states 
asa producer of precious metals, and among the first in agri- 
culture and the growing and feeding of stock.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


The joint committee appointed to investigate the Territorial 
University of Arizona beg leave to present the following re- 
port: 


Your committee proceeded to the University and entered 
upon the examination thereof by visiting the buildings, which 
were found in a fairly good state of repair, except the mill 
used for the mining department. It is apparent that this 
building requires extensive repairs in order to more thoroughly 
adapt it to the purposes of instruction for which it was de- 
signed. We found the Laboratory of the Mining Department 
exceedingly well equipped for efficient instruction of the scien- 
tific and practical character, and the committee feels that in 
this department the students were deriving instruction ofa high 
order from the talented members of the faculty. 


The facilities for Commercial Instruction are limited by a 
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want of proper furniture and appliances, and this arises from 
insufficient means at the command of the Board of Regents to 
fully equip this department. The instruction in this depart- 
ment is, however, intelligently and zealously vwonducted with 
the means at command, 


The Laboratory for the Agricultural Department is of most 
complete excellence and character, and furnishes a means of 
instruction that can hardly be surpassed. Your committee 
cannot too highly commend the distinguished ability and 
practical application of this Laboratory instruction by the 
members of the faculty. ‘The researches in this department in 
a highly scientific degree, have been extended in aid of the 
cultivation of sugar beets and the date palm. Extensive ex- 
periments are being pushed forward in the investigation of the 
black knct which attacks the roots of fruit trees, and which 
promotes a vast destruction of such trees and causes enormous 
losses to the farming communities. It is confidently believed 
that the cause of this disease and of its spread in orchards 
has already been ascertained. The remedy to prevent this dis- 
ease is receiving a most persistent and intelligent investigation 
by this department of the University, and there is little doubt 
that it will be soon effectually determined and announced to 
the world. These results will be of incalculable value to our 
farming communities, and their perfection will-shed the high- 
est lustre upon our University. 


The School of Manual Training and Manual Arts evidenced 
a skillful management and most thorough work. There is, 
however, a want of sufficient accommodation for the students 
of this department. More room is required for necessary me- 
chanical appliances, and, if the highest results ate to he at- 
tained in this department of instruction, the present building 
requires to be enlarged, and other buildings should be added 
for a forging room and for proper facilities to the students to 
permit places for changing their clothing and for bathing after 
their labors in the carpenter shop and at the forge. 


Museum and Library—The present floor area of the Library, 
to wit:—1200 square feet, is overcrowded. Before many more 
books are purchased for the Library, it will evidently be nec- 
essary to increase the size of the room by adding to it the Eng- 
lish class room now partitioned off. In that case, there will 
be no accommodations for the English Department, since the 
building is already taxed to its fullest capacity, 
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The amount of space demanded for the Library has increased 
at the average annual rate of 200 square feet of floor area since 
the University was opened. At the present rate of increase in 
books and usage an additional area of 300 square feet will be 
needed each year. 


The development of the Library has reached such a stage 
that its continuance and its present unsafe quarters is a matter 
of great risk and of much anxiety tothe Board of Regents. 
The Library now contains sets of scientific and literary period- . 
icals covering the last forty years, which, if destroyed, would 
be very difficult to replace. From this time on the purchases 
will be largely of books and sets of scientific journals for refer- 
ence and researches that it would be almost impossible to re- 
place. For example, their has recently been purchased at a 
cost of $225, a file of a scientific journal, of which there are 
but two other copies for sale anywhere. Such sets, if destroyed, 
could only be replaced, if at all, at a greatly advanced cost. 


A fire-proof building is not only immediately necessary for 
the protection of the Library, but is equally essential for the 
protection of the Museum. ‘This Museum already contains a 
very good representation of the ores and minerals of Arizona 
and other regions, all of the utmost value as representative of 
our mineral resuurces and for educational work. Several thou- 
sand specimens have been collected together, ana many of 
them could never be duplicated or replaced. The collection is 
growing constantly, and is thus increasing notably from year 
to year in its importance and value. It is now arranged in 
one of the larger rooms of the School of Mines building, a 
room which is far too small to accommodate the specimens al- 
ready secured, and which are being added from year to year 
by gifts from the miners, and by the efforts of the Director of 
the School of Mines. 


It is not only ihe mineral and metallurgical specimens that 
are crowded into this single room, but also the ornithological 
collections and those of archaelogy. Both of these sciences are 
represented. 


The ornithology by the valuable series of the birds of Ari- 
zona, among which’ are found every species and variety. of bird 
known to Arizona, together with specimens of their nests and 
eggs. This collection, we feel, would do credit to the foremost 
museums of rhe world, Ali these priceless collections are 
crowded together in a building which is not fireproof, and in 
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case of the accident of a fire would be lost to the Territory and 
to science. 


Courses of Study. The main courges of study are offered 
and taught in the University, namely: Engineering and Min- 
ing, Literature and Science. Besides these, there is a special 
course in Bookkeeping and facilities are offered for special work 
in various departments. 


During the past five years it is found that twenty-four stu- 
dents have taken technical courses of instruction in the Chem- 
ical and Mining Departments. Of these, fourteen are now in 
active service, most of them in connection with mining, There 
are seven graduates engaged in business and teaching. 


Summing up the compensation of the twenty-one students 
whose work is definitely known, it is found to amount to about 
$25,000 a year, which is the present amount of the endowment 
of the University by the Morrill fund. Thus the money 
which has been invested in the work of Education in the 
University of Arizona, is already making returns far in excess 
of the endowment fund. 


Your committee made some examination in relation to the 
Agricultural Experiment station connected with the Univer- 
sity, and while it is evident that in the early years of the Uni- 
versity this department must have had an unfortunate manage- 
ment, so far as any practical results have been derived, it is yet 
apparent that under the care of the present Board of Regents 
a new life has been injected into this department. 


The committee cannot fail to express its belief that in the 
past the efficiency which should have characterized the man- 
agement of the Experiment Stations iu this Territory, has at 
times been greatly marred by a want of competency in the 
agents placed in charge of this department. - The committee 
regrets that it feels it to be its duty to state that the incompet- 
ency referred to is to be directly attributed to political inter- 
ference with the management of this department, and the com- 
mittee recommends that proper legislative action shall be taken 
to restrict the right of removal of a member of the Board of Re- 
gents of the University during the term ‘or which he shall 
have been appoi!-ted to office, and that no member of such 
Board shall be removed during his official term except for 
cause and then only upon written charges of misconduct in of- 
fice, the willful violation of law, or failure and neglect to per- 
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form the official duties enjoined by law, upon any or all of 
which charges a hearing shall be allowed and a written finding 
of guilty as charged shali be made before the power of removal 
shall be exercised. z 


The committee respectfully suggest that the highest and 
best results in educational work in every department of the 
University can only be attained by freeing the educational 
system of the institution from political interference. 


The committee, however, does not dcsire that its criticism 
in relation to the management of the Experiment Station shall 
be considered as applicable to the present administration of 
the affairs of the University. 


Dormitory: Itis apparent thatthe present Dormitory Build- 
ing is entirely inadequate to provide the needed accommoda- 
tions for the pupils who require the same. The rooms are 
crowded, and a number of pupils are housed in a wooaen bar- 
racks, this being the only temporary means available. Imme- 
diate relief to the University in relation to dormitory accommo- 
dations seems to be a necessity. 


The grounds of the University were visited and found in ex- 
cellent order, presenting in connection with the buildings a 
very beautiful landscape. The various departments of instruc- 
tion were in active operation during our visit, and everything 
about the management and work in the class rooms evidenced 
the highest discipline and efficiency. 


It has not been thought necessary to burden this report with 
details in relation to the operations of the University, as these 
will be found at length in the annual report of the Board of 
Regents of the University to the Governor of Arizona for the 
year ending December 31, 1898, which is now in’ course of 
printing and which will soon appear upon the desks of the 
Members of the Legislative Assembly.

To the Honorable, the Council of the Twentieth Legislative 
Assembly of Arizona. 


I have the honor to return without my approval Council 
Bill No 88, for the following reasons: 


If signed, it would be entirely nugatory and inoperative, 
as is clearly set forth in the opinion of the Attorney General 
herewith, which is made apart of this message, and to 
which your attention is respectfully invited} and, while the 
terms of the bill donot so specify, it is presumed that its pur- 
pose is to prevent the performance of official duties under 
existing law which may conflict with public interests and 
policy. 


The questions involved are purely legal, which can only be 
reached through the courts and Congress. The legislature 
of the Territory has clearly no jurisdiction over, nor power 
to settle them. Whether or not the legislation which created 
and has continued the Loan Commission has been wise and 
beneficial, are question of policy and not of law, and are not ` 
pertinent in this connection, and the same is true as to the 
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manner in which the law has been or may be executed. It 
is the law itself only with which you have to deal. If unfor- 
tunate and unjust burdens havé been imposed upon the peo- 
ple in the past because of the operation of the existing fund- 
ing law, or if it is feared that the law will work hardship in 
the future, the proper recourse is with Congress to repeal 
unjust statutes, and with the courts to control the manner 
of their execution, and if necessary, enforce or restrict them 
by mandate of injunction, 

It may have been unwise to fund certain indebtedness 
heretofore, and it may be unwise and undesirable to fund any 
further indebtedness; yet a precedure that is nugatory can 
in no wise relieve the situation, and it is not improper to say 
that the act of funding obligations does not make them legal, 
nor validate them in any way. A converted security is just 
as much a proper subject for legal attack after as before con- 
version, ‘The material question here involved is, whether or 
not the Legislature has power to abolish the Loan Commis- 
sion and repeal certainlaws. In my judgment it is clearly 
evident that no such power exists, and that the only prop- 
er way to accomplish such a result is through Congress; and 
the only proper way to reach invalid securities is through the 
courts. 


A careful reading of the report of the Attorney General is 
requested.

My Dear Sir—Replying to your favor of March 9th, in 
which you request my official opinion upon Council Bill No. 
88, of the Twentieth Legislative Assembly, entitled “An Act 
to abolish the Loan Commission and repeal sundry laws relat- 
dug thereto,” also as tothe legal points involved in eon- 
nection with the different Congressional acts on the subject, 
and whether or not such law would be operative and could be 
enforced; also as to its probable effect, beg to report that in 
my opinion this Act if it should become a law would only have 
the effect to repeal Sec. 1, of Act No. 79 of the Session Laws 
‘of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly, and Acts 33 and 74 
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of the Session Laws of the Eighteenth Legislative Assem- 
bly. 

So far as Council Bill No. 38 attempts to repeal paragraph 
2039, Section 1, Chapter I, Title 81, of the Revised Statutes 
of Arizona for 1887, the Act would be nugatory as there is no 
such section to repeal. Congress by act approved June 25th 
1899, amended Title 31, Revised Statutes of 1887, known as 
the Funding Act, and as amended it approved and confirmed 
it subject to future Territorial legislation, and repealed all 
Acts in conflict with the provisions of the Act as amended. 
If, on the other hand, it is the purpose or intention that 
Council Bill No. 38 is to repeal this Act as approved and con- 
firmed by Congress, then it is clearly beyond the province 
of the Territorial Legislature so to do. 


It will be observed upon reading the Act of Congress of 
June 25th, 1890, that among other things it provides that the 
existing and outstanding indebtedness together with such 
warrants as may be issued for the necessary and current ex- 
penses for carrying on Territorial, County, Municipal, and 
School Government for the year ending December 31, 1890, 
-may also be funded and bonds issued for the redemption 
thereof; and that thereafter no warrants, certificates or other 
evidences of indebtness shall be allowed and issued or be 

_ legal where the same is in excess of the limit prescribed by 
the Harrison Act. If, under the provision in the Act of Con- 
gress aforesaid, being Sec. 15 thereof, as by Congress amend- 
ed and confirmed subject to future Territorial legislation, it 
was intended by Congress to authorize the Territory to leg- 
islate upon this particular Act, then it is clear that .the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature could, irrespective of Congress, from 
time to time extend the limit as towhat indebtedness funding 
bonds could be issued, and in place of having that time ex- 
pire on the 81st of December, 1890, as provided by the 
Act of June 25th, 1890,the Territorial Legislature could pro- 
vide that it should not expire until 1900. If therefore, the 
Territorial Legislature has power to amend or abolish Sec. 1, 
of this Act of this Act of Congress, they have equal right to 
abolish or amend any other section including Section 15, 
above quoted. It has never been claimed or contended by 
any ‘Territorial Legislature of this Territory that they had 
any such right; on the contrary when they have desired the 
time extended or this Act of Congress amended they have ap- 
plied directly to Congress for such extension or amendment. 
What Congress meant in my opinion, by the expression in 
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the Act of June 25th, 1890, “Subject to further Territorial 
Legislation” is, that the Territorial Legislature could pass 
other and further laws on this subject asthe Territory might 
require, not in conflict with the provisions of that Act, and 
this conclusion is the natural deduction from the subsequent 
Acts of both Congress and the Territoria] Legislature upon 
this subject, for they have both treated this Act of June 25th, 
1890, as exclusively under the control of Congress and not 
subject to modification by Territorial Legislation. 


Congress by an Act approved July 138th, 1892, amended 
the Act of June 25th, 1690 by providing that the interest on 
bonds should be payabie semi-annually onthe Lith day of Jan- 
uary and July in each year. Again on august 3, 1894, Con- 
gress amended this Act of June 25, 1890, by providing that 
the present outstanding warrants, - certificates and other evi- 
dnces of indebtedness issued subsequent to Dec. 31, 1890 for 
the necessary and current expenses of carrying on the ‘Ter- 
ritorial government only, together with such warrants as may 
be issued for such purpose for the year ending December 31, 
1x94. and Dec. 31, 1895, might also be funded and bonds 
issued for the redemption thereof and thereafter no 
warrants, certificates, or other evidences of indebtedness 
should be allowed to issue or be legal where the same are in 
exce-s of the limit prescribed by the Harrison Act, 

And again on June bth, 1596, Congress amended this act of 
June 25th, 1590, alsothe Act of Congress amending the same 
approved August drd, 1894, by authorizing the funding of all 
outstanding obligations of this Territory and the counties, 
municipalities and school districts thereof, as provided in the 
Act of Congress approved June 25th, 1590 until January Ist, 
1897. In this Act of June 6th, 1896, the following language 
is used: ‘An Act amending and extending the provisions of 
an Act of Congress entitled an Act approving with amend- 
ments the funding Act, of Arizona, approved June 25, 
1890, and the Act amendatory thereof and supplemental there- 
to, approved August 3, 1894,” thus conclusively showing 
that Congress itself in dealing with this subject treated the 
Act of June 25th, 1490, as an Act of Congress and not as an 
Act of the Territorial Legislature, and in allits amendments 
to the Act of June 25th,1890 it hastreated the Act as though 
the Territorial Legislature had no power or control whatever 
over the Act. l 

The conclusion isirresistiblethat the Territorial Legislature 
has no more power or authority over the Act of June 25, 1890, 
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as passed by Congress, than they have over the organic law 
of the Territory. Both the organic law and the Act of June 
25, 1890, emanate from the same fountain-head, viz:—Con- 
gress, and all the laws of the Territorial Legislature must 
be subordinate and not conflict therewith. 

Iam, therefore, clearly of the opinion that should you ap- 
prove this Act, nevertheless it would be void so far as it at- 
tempts to-abolish the Loan Commission of the Territory by 
endeavoring to repeal paragraph 8039, Sec. 1, Chapter 1, Ti- 
tle 31, Revised Statutes of Arizona, as amended, approved, 
and confirmed by Act of Congress of June 25, 1890.

To the Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Twentieth Legislative Assembly of Arizona: 


In accordance with law, I have the honor to communicate to 
vou such information relating to the different departments of the 
Territorial Government as has been officially reported to me, and- 
to submit for your consideration and action such subjects as in 
my judgment require your attention. 


Arizora is to be congratulated upon the marked prosperity 
which prevails throughout the Territory; the production and wealth 
of the mines; the success of grazing and agricultural interests; and' 
the evidences of thrift and comfort to be found everywhere among 
the people. 


In the war with Spain Arizona very promptly tendered to the 
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Government volunteers that, compared with our population, in 
nmbers greatly exceeded the tenders made by any other State or 
Territory; a zand on Cuban soil, by their bravery and heroic conduct, 
they won the admiration of the civilized world. Their names and 
deeds will invoke love and respect as long as the nation‘s history 
lives. 


By their patriotism and valor; by their thrift and ability; by 
their loyalty to the republic, fealty to national principles, and 
every consideration of true Americanism, the citizens of Arizona 
have earned and are entitled to statehood and the inestimable 
privilege of self-government. 


Elected by the people to regulate territorial affairs through 
necessary legislation, responsibility rests upon you, in a large de- 
gree, to protect and advance the public interests. The executive 
and legislative branches of the government are mutually respon- 
sible and obligated to the people for the proper and beneficial con- 
duct of affairs, and they should work together in a conscientious 
and co-operative spirit for the general good. 


The opportunity is before you to remedy statutory defects and 
enact such new and necessary laws as the advanced needs of the 
Territory require. It is my purpose and desire to aid you in your 
legislative werk in every way consistent with my official responsi- 
bility. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE TERRITORY. 


The subject most vitally important and upon which the sta- 
bility, progress and credit of the Territory depend, is it financial 
condition. That the income provides for the‘expenditures; the 
public debt not allowed to become burdensome; taxation equably 
proportioned, and the public credit inviolably protected, are the 
basic questions upon which the permanent welfare of Arizona and 
our claims for self-government principally rest. 


In the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer herewith will be 
found very full and explicit information upon the present condi- 
tion of the Territory's finances. Your careful examination of these 
reports and the recommendations they contain is requested.

The valuation in some instances is very low, and wen values are 
low the rate is of necessity high. I believe the system of low val- 
uation and high rates altogether wrong and misleading and in no 
wise beneficial to the taxpayer. The rate of taxation differs in the 
counties, but the average rate throughout the Territory is about 
$3.50 on the $100, eighty cents of which is for Territorial purposes 
solely.

All of which can no doubt be exchanged into 5 per cent., 50-year 
refunding bonds at or before maturity, if the people prefer that 
course to being taxed for a sinking fund with which to pay off 
and redeem the bonds at maturity. 


It will also be seen from the foregoing tables, which are official 
and reliable, that there has been funded into 5 per cent Territorial 
bonds county and municipal indebtedness amounting to $1,634,- 
027.57: and as practically all county and municipal securities, be- 
fore they were funded, bore 10 per cent., a saving in interest has 
resulted to the counties and municipalities by refunding of $80,000 
annually. 


There has been funded of the Territorial debt proper bonds and 
warrants amounting to $684,000, a large part of which bore 10 per 
cent hefore funding, upon which 5 per cent was saved. It has been 
arefully estimated that refunding has saved to the Territory, in 
interest upon the Territorial debt proper, at least $29,000 annual- 
lv; which, added to the saving in interest upon the county and 
municipal debt funded, amounts to $109,000 saved in annual in- 
terest as a result of the operations of the funding law and the 
Loan Commission. 


_ Unless Congress should further extend the right to fund the 
floating indebtedness of the Territory until some future date, no 
more bonds can he sold to take up the unredeemed warrants issued 
since January Ist, 1897. It is hoped that with an economical 
administration of affairs and a proper assessment and collection of 
taxes, the Territory will soon have no floating debt, and that the 
public business will be conducted on a cash basis. 


A late sale of the funding bonds of the Territory at par and 
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accrued interest, from the proceeds of which a large amount of 
floating indebtedness was cancelled, is especially gratifying, for 
the reason that persistent effort had been made by my predeces- 
sors and others for several years to dispose of these securities with- 
out success, partly on account of the stringent money market, and 
partly on account of lack of confidence in the Territory’s ability 
to repay. Iam pleased to be able to inform you that the credit 
of the Territory is now firmly e&tablished and our securities are 
in demand. 


I invite your attention to the report of the Loan Commission 
for a detailed statement of its transactions. 


TAXATION AND REVENUE, 


The greatest problem with which you are confronted is, in my 
judgment, how. to devise an improved system for the assessment 
and collection of taxes, that the revenue of the Territory may be 
sufficient for the needs of government, and to protect and main- 
tain the public credit. All property subject by law to taxation 
should be assessed. I contend that if all the property in the Ter- 
ritory subject to taxation were assessed at a proper valuation, the 
people who now bear the burdens of government—which are un- 
equally distributed—would pay less than they do under present 
conditions. Some kinds of property are specifically exempt by law, 
and whether or not the poliey which authorized the exemption was 
wise, the law and the contract is none the less binding upon the ~ 
Territory and must be accepted. But a comparatively small pro- 
portion of the personal property in the Territory is taxed. Under 
our system, money, securities, Jewelry, valuable household furni- 
ture and a lar ge amount of personal property of every nature and 
description escapes taxation altogether. To accuse an honorable 
citizen of perjury who does not pay taxes upon his personal prop- 
erty would be extremely harsh, but a large majority of our citi- 
zens are unquestionably guilty of constructive perjury—not in- 
tentionally so, but when a blank statement is handed to them by 
an assessor upon which to list their taxable property, and at the 
bottom of which'is an oath which they must sign, they are guilty 
of constructive perjury, if they do not list all their taxable prop- 
erty. The small real estate owner, the farmer, the grazer with a 
small band of cattle or sheep, cannot escape; they must pay, and 
frequently upon greater values than their property will sell for, but 
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the wealthy cattle or sheep owners with large droves grazing upon 
untaxed public domain, do not always return to the assessor all 
of their property. The great corporations and the wealthy mine 
owners too often evade bearing their just proportion of the cost 
of maintaining the government which protects them. Simple jus- 
tice, nothing more, demands the equitable apportionment of taxes. 


If railroads increase in value, if their traffic becomes greater and 
their earnings larger, if their stock is valued higher wpon the Stock 
Exchange, based upon legitimate values, then there is no good rea- 
son why their valuation for the purpose of taxation should not be 
increased. It will not be contended that these values are station- 
ary. Either the profits of mines or a proper value upon dividend- 
paving mines should also be assessed. There can be no possible 
justification for permitting great producing mines to escape con- 
tributing to the revenues of the Territory. It is frequently stated 
that mines worth $100,000,000 in Arizona, and which pay interest 
to their owners on that amount, do not pay taxes upon a yaluation 
for all their property, real or personal, of $2,000,000. This is 
wrong, and in no way can the proposition be defended that great 
riches in gold, copper and silver dug from Arizona ground and 
distributed as dividends in the East and in Europe should not be 
taxed in some form within the Territory. 


The subject should be treated fairly and in the proper spirit, 
and no extreme nor unreasonable measures adopted, and it is be- 
lieved that if this class of property can be reached justly, without 
resorting to inquisitorial procedure, that the wealthy mine owners 
of the Territory will see the justice of a fair tax upon their prop- 
erties or profits. 


No kind of property should escape taxation, unless specifically 
exempted by law, and I assert, without fear of suecessful contra- 
diction, that if all the property in Arizona which should be 
taxed were assessed and properly valued, the rate of taxation would 
be lower here than in a majority of the most prosperous States. 


Assessors should be appointed or elected, men of ability and 
force of character, to assess property. They should be given ample 
time and liberally compensated. The practice of copying the old 
lists and books year after year and never actually assessing, is repre- 
hensible. There are many reforms necessary in our system of the 
assessment and collection of taxes and revenue provisions which 
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should receive attention from you, and I recommend that you in- 
vestigate the matter thoroughly. Should you correct the defects 
in our revenue system, and nothing more, you will serve your con- 
stituents well. è 


BOARD OF CONTROL. i 


The Board of Control was created by Act No. 19 of the Eigh- 
teenth Legislature, and consists of the Governor, Auditor and a 
Citizen Member of the-opposite political party from the Governor. 


The act creating the Board, and the amendments thereto, define 
its powers and duties and abolishes the Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners and Insane Asylum and Reform School Directors, confer- 
ring the powers previously exercised by these commissioners and 
boards upon the Board of Control. The law also gives authority 
to the Board to lease buildings and lands belonging to the Ter- 
ritory and execute contracts for the employment of convict labor; 
and by Act No. 56 of the Nineteenth Legislature, the Board is re- 
quired to audit all claims against the Territory. 


With some amendments to the act, limiting the powers of the 
Board and providing for a different membership, I believe the law 

wise and economical, Certainly a Board of three men can operate 
more ecenomically than can three Boards of three men each; which 
opinion is vindicated by the report of the Secretary of the Board 
herewith. I question the propriety, if not the right, of the Legisla- - 
ture to impose onerous duties upon the Executive, for which he can 
receive no compensation. As Governor, my duties are such as to 
make it impossible for me to give the time and attention to the 
work of the Board of Control that should be given by an active- 
member, and the same is true of the Territorial Auditor. As the 
business and population of the Territory increases the duties of 
the officers become more arduous. This is especially true of the 
Auditor. He does not now receive sufficient compensation, nor is 
proper provision made, in my judgment, for his clerical and other 
necessary office expenses. He is now required to finally audit and 
pay claims against the Territory, and is responsible upon his bond, 
under the law. The Governor cowntersigns all warrants authorized 
to be issued by the Board, and cannot give the business of the 
Board his time and attention. I therefore recommend that the law 
be so amended as to relieve the Governor and Auditor from mem- 
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bership on the Board, and that the Governor be authorized to ap- 
point three members from the citizens of the Territory, two of the 
same political party, and the other, as is now authorized by law. 
With the act thus amended, the powers of the Board modified and 
restricted so as to conform practically to the laws governing the 
original Prison Commissioners, Insane Asylum and Reform School 
Directors, I recommend its continuance. 


REVISION AND CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS. 


As' many ambiguities and defects exist in the statutes of the 
Territory, and as the laws are not sufficiently homogeneous as at 
present compiled, 1 recommend that a Code Commission be author- 
ized, non-partisan in character, to consist of three attorneys learned 
in the law, whose duty shall be to codify and revise the laws of 
Arizona and report the results of their labors to the next or 
‘!'wenty-first session of the Territorial Legislature; and I further 
recommend that said Commission be authorized to employ a clerk 
to assist in the work of revision. The Commission to be governed 
ly such limitations and restrictions as to compensation, clerk hire 
and other expenses as your honorable body shall see fit to impose. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE ELECTION LAWS. 


It is contended, and I think properly, that our present election 
laws are tuo loosely drawn, and that it is possible to defeat the will 
cf the people with comparatively little danger of detection w nd 
punishment. The system now in force undoubtedly invites fraud 
andl should he amended. Voters should, in my judgment, be re- 
quired to register and yote in the precinct where they reside, and 
the great register should show precinct registrations. Voters should 
be required tc live in a precinct at least thirty days next preceding 
an election. The law should provide for “registration days,” not to 
ex-eed three. and places of registration should be designated in 
each previnet and the proper registering officers provided. The 
fona of ballot should be improved and misleading vignettes not 
allowed. 


These changes in the law appear to me important and neces- 
sary; no doubt there are others equally important which may occur 
to jou. LDvery protection should surround the highest privilege of 
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American citizenship, and to insure so far as possible the purity 
of the ballot should be a sacred duty. I earnestly recommend this 
subject to vour careful consideration. 


FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 


T recommend that the rights of franchise be extended to women 
within the Territory. I believe the participation of women in the 
affairs of government would have an elevating influence and in- 
sure a higher tone of public sentiment. It is claimed by many 
that a majority of women do not.desire to vote. If enfranchised, 
the exercise of the privileges bestowed would not be compulsory. 
Upon admission as a State suffrage to women could be accepted or 
rejected by a vote of the people upon the constitution. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF 
EQUALIZATION AND THE BOARD OF 
CONTROL BY THE PEOPLE. 


It was my intention to recommend that districts be created from 
which members of the Board of Control and of the Board of Equal- 
ization could be elected, not only because I prefer to be relieved 
of the embarrassment and responsibility of the patronage involved, 
but I believe the territorial system of government wrong in so far 
as it denies to the people a voice in the selection of their official 
agents, especially after a territory is qualified by wealth, intelli- 
gence and population for self-government; but upon careful in- 
vestigation I find that the law specifically and absolutely declares 
against the legality of such elections during the territorial condi- 
tion, as the following opinion of the Attorney General clearly de- 
termines:

My Dear Sir: 
Referring to your communication of January 12th, in which you 
ask to be advised if under the statutes and organic act ọf this Ter- 
29 
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ritory, it would be competent and legal for the Twentieth Legis- 
lative Assembly to create districts from which could be elected 
members of the Board of Control and members of the Territorial 
Board of Equalization; and if, under the organic act, the Legisla- 
ture has the power to create such districts and make it legal and 
proper to elect as district officers members of the Board of Equal- 
ization and members of the Board of Control, would say: That 
the questions here involved depend upon, first,: whether these offi- 
cers are Territorial officers, or township, district and county offi- 
cers. If they are Territorial officers, the Legislature would have no 
. power to provide for the manner of their election or appointment, 
for the reason that the organic act of the Territory, See. 1857, ex- 
` pressly provides that all other officers, except township, district 
and county officers and justices of the peace and general officers 
of the militia, shall be appointed by the Governor, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Legislative Council of the Terntory. 
In my opinion, neither the members of the Board of Control nor 
the members of the Territorial Board of Equalization are township 
officers nor district officers nor county officers within tlhe meanmg 
of the provisions of the section of the organic act above quoted. 
These are not in any sense local officers; they are general officers, 
whose duties concern and pervade the entire Territory of Arizona, 
and whose functions are performed for the benefit of the whole 
Territory. They may, no doubt, be created by the Legislative As- 
sembly, but when so created they become Territorial officers and 
the Governor alone, by and with the consent of the Legislative 
Council, has the power to fill these offices by appointment. 


A similar question to the one here involved was before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in the case of Clayton vs. The 
Territory of Utah, 132 U. S., p. 632. The question there involved 
was, whether the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah 
could authorize the election of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 
There the organic act is substantially the same as above quoted, and 
the Court, speaking upon this question, said: 


“ “All township, district and county officers, not herein otherwise 
provided for, shall be appointed or elected, as the tase may be, 
in such manner as shall be provided by the Governor and Legisla- 
time Assembly of the Territory of Utah? This defines very clearly 
the power of the Legislature of Utah in providing for appoint- 
ments to office. The next sentence in the same section declares 
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that the Governor shall nominate and, with the advice and consent 
of the Council, appoint all officers not herein otherwise provided 
for; that is to say, all officers of the Territory who are township 
officers, district officers or county officers, shall be appointed in 
such manner as shall be provided by law, namely, by a statute made 
by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory; but all 
other officers, all which are not local or confined in their duties 
to some particular township, district or county, shall be nominated 
by the Governor and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Council appointed. ` 


“That this mode of dividing the power of appointing to offices 
within the Territories is one to which Congress attached impor- 
tance, is seen from the fact that itas subsequently adopted in the 
organic acts establishing the Territories of Washington, Colorado, 
Arizona, Dakota, Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming; and it is repro- 
duced as applicable to all the Territories by Section 1857 of the 
Revised Statutes.” 


Section 1857, above referred to, is our organic law on this sub- 
ject. The Court in that case further said: : 

“The office in question is not a township office, nor is it a dis- 
trict office, nor is it a county office. It is not in anv sense a local 
office. It is a general office, whose duties concern and pervade the 
entire Territory of Utah, and whose functions are performed for 
the benefit of the whole Territory. 


“The sixth section of the organic act is relied on as conferring 
upon the Legislature of Utah the authority to pass the act of 1852 
and of 1878 in question. The language of section six of that act 
is ‘that the legislative power of said Territory shall extend to all 
rightful subjects of legislation consistent with the Constitution of 
the United States and the provisions of this act,’ and it is imme- 
diately following this section that it is declared that the Governor 
shall nominate and, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Council, appoint all officers of the Territory, except township, dis- 
trict and county officers. The inconsistency of an act which de- 
clares that the Legislature shall appoint these officers, or that they 
shall be appointed by a popular election, with an express provision 
of the organic act that they shall be nominated by the Governor 
and appointed by him with the consent of the Council, is too 
obvious to require illustration. The Governor of the Territory, the 
' Secretary of the Territory, the Judges of the Territory, the United 
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States Marshal and the United States District Attorney are all ap- 
pointed by the President—these all being general offices, and not 
local. The law then continues this control of the federal author- 
ities over the officers in the Territory by declaring that wherever 
the office is a general office and pervades the whole Territory, and 
is not a township, district or county office, the appointment shall 
be made by the governor. It is utterly inconsistent both with the 
policy and the express language of the statute that the Legislature 
of the Territory of Utah can change the appointing power and vest 
it in any other body whatever, however popular, or that in the 
creation of offices of this general character, whose duties and func- 
tions pervade the whole Territory, they can confer the appointing 
power upon anybody else but the Governor and Council.” | 


The act above referred to as conferring powers upon the Legis- 
lature of the Territory of Utah by the organic act of said Territory, 
is substantially the same as our organic act on this subject, as will 


be seen from Section 1851, which i is as follows: 


“The legislative power of this Territory extends to all rigntful 
subjects of legislation not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
Laws of the United States; but no Jaw shall be passed interfering 
with the primary disposal of soil; no tax shall be imposed upon 
the property of the United States, nor shall the lands or other 
property of non-residents be taxerl higher than the lands or prop- 
erty of residents.” 


I am therefore clearly of the opinion that it would not be com- 
petent or legal for the Twentieth Legislative Assembly to create 
districts from which could be elected members of the Board of 
Control or members of the Territorial Board of Equalization; and 
that the legislature has no power to create such districts for the 
purpose of ‘making these officers elective as district officers, either 
the Board of Equalization or Board of Control.

From the foregoing it is clearly apparent that the Legislature has 
no power to create districts from which to elect members of the 
Board of Control and of the Board of Equalization, or any other 
officers whose duties relate to and are connected with the Terri- 
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torial government. In other words, Territorial officers cannot be 
legally elected from districts. 


In reference to the Board of Equalization, it has been sug- 
gested that the present law should be so amended as to make the 
Board consist of twelve members, each the Chairman of a County 
Board of Supervisors. This proposition is met by the same legal 
obstacles as the other. County officers are elective, and their 
duties pertain to the county in which they reside, and the members 
of the Territorial Board of Equalization must, under the law, be 
appointed. The Legislature unquestionably has power to abolish 
the Board altogether, or to so amend the law as to circumscribe 
the duties and restrict the power of the members. The Board of 
Equalization assesses railroads and equalizes values as between 
counties. Should the duty of assessing be done away, the Board 
would still have the power to equalize and could adjust values, no 
matter how they were assesse 1; therefore, nothing would be gained 
by taking away the power of the Board to assess. If the Board 
should be abolished altogether and na way provided to equalize 
values as between counties, a very unsatisfactory and chaotic state 
would soon exist; each county would naturally seek to protect its 
own interests, whether the taxes for the maintenance of Territorial 
institutions and government were fairly distributed or not. 


The chief objection to the exisitng law seems to be that the 
Board of Equalization assesses railroads, and it is charged that 
this kind of property has not been properly valued, and that each 
county should have the right to assess the roads within its con- . 
fines. Even if this were authorized, equalization would be neces- 
sary, and the assessments would be controlled by the equalizing 
power, which is conceded by all thinking citizens to be necessary. 
I believe the present law a wise one and as goed as can be devised, 
so long as the organic restrictions of Territorial government exist; 
and if there has been fault, it has been in the execution of the law 
and not in the law itself. It would be far more preferable to me if 
the members of these Boards were elective, so that the people could 
be responsible for the agents they select. The most embarrassing 
and trying responsibility connected with the executive office is the 
distribution of patronage, and the appointment of worthy and 
capable citizens as public servants: The people are not always ap- 
preciative of the difficulties attending the selection of their official 
agents, and over-zealous partisans are often too prone to mislead by 
incorrect assumptions of both law and fact. 
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TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


This most expensive institution is now being conducted ably and 
as economically as the conditions surrounding it will permit. 


By reference to the report of the Superintendent it will be 
seen that during the last half of 1898 many extraordinary expendi- 
tures were actually necessary because the equipment of the Prison, 
clothing, bedding, ete., had been permitted to become improperly 
reduced. Very much of the increased expense of conducting the 
institution during 1897 and 1898 is directly chargeable to the oper- 
ation of the so-called “prison contract.” of which so. much has 
been said and written, and with the conditions of which the people 
are familiar. In my Judgment, this contract operates as a gross 
imposftion upon the taxpayers, in that, under its terms, the Terri- 
tory must clothe and guard the convicts while at work at a distance 
from the Prison; which not only increases the expense of main- 
tenance, but affords opportunities of escape, and pursuit and efforts 
at recapture are always heavily expensive. During the year next 
preceding the appointment of the _present Superintendent more 
convicts escaped from the penitentiary than during the entire pre- 
vious life of the prison. These escapes are not charged to incom- 
petence on the part of the prison management, but particularly to 
the working of the contract referred to. The contract is entirely 
deficient as to adequate consideration and compensation to the 
Territory for the labor employed, and up to the present time no 
return whatever has come to the Treasury on account of prison 
labor used by the beneficiaries of this contract; which matter is now 
in the hands of the Attorney-General, for such-action as can legally 
be taken to protect the Territory. In my judgment, the contract’ 
is altogether defective and unworthy of official recognition, and 
unless required to do so by the mandate of a court of competent 
jurisdiction, I shall not recognize its as legal and binding upon the 
Territory. It will be seen from the report of the Attorney-General 
that the Supreme Court of the United States will soon determine 

the question. 


As the Territory increases in population the inmates of the pen- 
itentiary naturally increase in numbers and the expense of main- 
tenance is accordingly greater. If some plan can be devised where- 
by the labor of the convicts can be utilized to help defray the cost 
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a 
of maintaining the prison, without interfering with the earnings of 
free wage-workers in the Territory, it will be a great relief to tax- 
payers. I will heartily co-operate with you in any legislation which 
will bring about such a result. I commend the report of the Super- 
intendent, and concur with the recommendations it contains. 


I also earnestly request the adoption of the recommendations ox 
the Auditor that a special tax be levied to meet the expenses of 
the prison, and a prison fund created, instead of drawing on the 
general fund, as is now being done. It can make little difference 
to the taxpayer, as a large levy has now to be made on the general 
fund account, which could be reduced, and warrants outstanding 
upon that fund draw 10 per cent interest. I believe it would be 
far better for the Territory if each institution could have a fund 
of its own for maintenance. I also recommend that the expenses of 
the prison be settled monthly, instead of quarterly, as is now the 


practice. 


INSANE ASYLUM, 


T submit herewith the report of the Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum, which sets out in detail the condition of the Asylum. 
As in the case of the Prison, the present management has been 
but a short time in control, and as many radical changes and im- 
provements have been made, quite heavy expenditures have been 
incurred. Further improvements are no doubt necessary, in order - 
to derive the maximum advantages to the unfortunates there con- 
fined. 


I believe that the officers are capable and worthy, and that the 
institution is well conducted. 


The number of inmates has increased considerably in the last 
few years, ahG it may be that the capacity of the building should 
he enlarged. I recommend that a committee be appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter, to the end that the greatest advantages pos- 
sible can come to the unfortunate inmates who are so sadly af- 
flicted. What was a sufficient tax to maintain the Asylum a few 
years ago may be insufficient now, when added numbers have to be 
provided for; and I think the Asylum fund should be made suffi- 
cient for all purposes connected with the institution, so that drafts 
upon the General Fund to cover deficiencies may not be necessary. 
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Your attention is invited to the report of the Superintendent, the 
recommendations of which are concurred in. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The University at Tucson and the Normal School at Ti mpe are 
highly creditable institutions, and of inealeulable henefic 10 the 
Territory. The managements show a very high order of ability, 
entirely satisfactory to their patrons. 


The advantages of an advanced educational system can hardly 
be over-estimated. Our common schools cannot be excelled any- 
where in the Union. 


Many improvements have been made in buildings at the Univer- 
sity and at the Normal School during the last two years, and 1t may 
be that others are necessary. I concur in the recommendations 
made by the officers of the institutions, and I urge you to legislate 
liberally in their behalf. 


CAPITOL BUILDING. 


Act No. 9 of the Nineteenth Legislature authorized the erection 
of a Capitol Building at Phoenix, to cost $100,000, and bonds 
amounting in value to that sum, to be known as Capitol Building 
bonds, were authorized to be issued. Congress ratified and *con- 
firmed the Act and the bonds were issued. The following extract 
from the report of the Secretary of the Commission explains what 
has been done to date: 


“The records of the precedits Commission show that those bonds 
were issued and sold to ©. R. Mayers, Columbus, Ohio, at par. A 
commission of 2} per cent was allowed to C. R. Mayers for making 
the sale. The proceeds of the sale of the bonds were received 
by the Territorial Treasurer on or about August 16th, 1898. The 
present Commission organized August 19th, 1898, by electing E. 
B. Gage Chairman and F. H. Parker Secretary. The Commissron. 
acting on advice from the Attorney-Generahre-advertised for plans 
for a Capitol Building to be erected at a cost not to exceed $100,000. 


“On November 1st, 1898, the Commission proceeded to select 
from sixteen different sets of plans the one which they thought 
was best adapted to suit the requirements for Arizona’s future Cap- 
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itol. The plan selected is so arranged as to answer all present re- 
quirements, and will admit of future additions without detracting 
from the appearance of the building. 


“Sealed proposals for the erection of the Capitol Building were 
received and opened January 10th, 1899. After considering the 
different bids, the contract was awarded to Thomas Lovell, of Den- 
ton, Texas. The law allows Mr. Lovell twenty days in which to 
perfect his bond; so that at this date the contract is not completed. 


“The amount of Mr. Lovell’s contract will be $95,000, in addi- 
tion to whieh we have Superintendent's salary, Architect’s fees, 
clerk hire, advertising and other incidental expenses, which will 
amount to something more than our appropriation. 


“The building ought to be of fire-proof construction, and should 
haye heating apparatus and an elevator. all of which we have been 
obliged to leave out, but hope the present Legislature will allow us 
means to add them to the building, so as to make a first-class, safe 
and modern building, that we may all be satisfied with and 
proud of.” ; 


The Commissioners have been able, conscientious and untiring 
in the performance of their duty under the law, and are’ entitled to 
the grateful appreciation of the people. Positions of this kind are 
nearly always inadequately compensated, and the embarrassment 
attending an impartial discharge of the responsibility involved is 
not always properly considered. In this case our citizens are. 
certainly to be congratulated upon the manner in which the duties 
of the Commission have heen performed. 


I agree with the hope expressed in the report of the Secretary 
that vou will authorize a tax levy sufficient fo meet any deficiency 
in the completion and furnishing of the building in a modern and 
approved way, and I recommend that you appoint a committee to 
confer with the Commission upon the subject 


THE REFORM SCHOOL OR HOSPITAL FOR 
THE INSANE. ° 


By an act of the Seventeenth Legislature a reform schoo] build- 
ing was authorized to be constructed at Flagstaff, in which to care 
for the vicious youth of the Territory, and provision was made 
for the expense of construction by special tax levy. Act. No. 25 of 
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the Nineteenth Legislature, entitled: “An Act to establish a home 
for the insane near Flagstaff, Arizona,” provides that the tract of 
land now held in fee simple by the Territory of Arizona, located 
near Flagstaff, Coconino County, being about one hundred and 
thirty acres of section twenty-one (21) in township twenty-one (21), 
north range seven (7) east, Gila and Salt-River Meridian, secured 
by virtue of Act number 81 of the Seventeenth Legislature, and 
the building located on said land, now under construction, hereto-— 
fore known as the Reform School, shall be devoted to the uses and 
purposes of the Home for the Insane, and provision is made in the 
act for the operation of the “Home.” 


A fine building has been erected, by fap the largest and finest 
in the Territory, and the work upon it has been first-class in every 
particular. The building is not yet finished, although $33,116.02 
has been expended thus far in its construction. There is now in 
the Treasury $12,800, and there will be approximately $9,000 more 
available from incoming taxes during the present month, making 
$21,800 in all, with which to complete the building. This amount 
will no donbt be sufficient, except possibly for furnishing, althwigh 
that depends largely upon the use to which the bulding is put. I 
do not think it practicable nor expedient to use the building, either 
as a Reform School or a Home for the Insane. We have very few 
vicious vouth in the Territory, and it is very probable that arrange 
ments can be made for their care in the Reform School of Southern 
California upon terms more advantageous in every way tan to 
maintain a separate institution for them here; or, if it should be- 
come necessary to provide for them within the Territory. An an- 
nex to the Penitentiary or to some of our educational institutions 
could be constructed for the purpose, which would suffice for many 
years, and which would not be expensive to maintain. As to the 
building being used as a Home for the Insane, a branch Asylum, 
so to speak, I do not think the expense of maintaining such an in- 
stitution justifiable. I do not think the Territory can afford to 
conduct two Asvlums for the Insane at this time, and if the in- 
matts of the present Asylum were to be all moved to the Flagstaff 
building and maintained there, disposition would have to be made 
of the Asylum building, improved grounds and 160 acres of very 
productive land in Maricopa County. The land upon which the 
Flagstaff building is located is not productive and cannot be made 
to contribute to the maintenance of an Asylum, and the general 
expense of supplying and caring for the insane would be much 
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greater in Coconino than in Maricopa County. It may be contended 
that for climatic reasons it would be more humane to keep the un- 
fortunate patients in the north, especially in the summer, but this 
is disputed, and under the circumstances, for economic reasons cs- 
pecially, cannot well be considered. 


The fact remains that a very fine building, nearly completed, 
with money available to finish it, is owned by the Territory at 
Flagstaff, and the question to be decided is, For what purpose can 
it be best and most beneficially used? It has been suggested that 
it should be finished for an educational institution and used as a 
“Normal School North.” IT believe such a school would be well 
patronized, and if the building is to he finished and maintained as 
a Territorial institution of any kind, I recommend that it be used 
as a Normal School, and a fund be provided by taxation for its 
support. I believe, however, that it would be best, if possible, to 
sell the property, if purchasers can be found who will pay enough 
or nearly enough to reimburse the Territory for the money already 
expended for construction. The cost of finishing the building will 
not be great: it is the annual tax upon the people for maintenance 
of any kind of a public institution that should be considered. 


I recommend that such specific and mandatory legislation be had 
as will invest the proper officers of the Territory with authority to 
definitely provide for the disposition or use of the Flagstaff build- 
ing. 

“A detailed account of work and expenditures upon the building- 
will be found in che report of the Secretary of the Board of Control. 


TERRITORIAL LIBRARY. 


I recommend that the condition of the Library be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by a committee of vour honorable body, and that the 
proper steps be taken to re-arrange and catalogue the books and 
protect this valuable property from further spoilation and vandal- 
ism. It is charged, and the evidence is apparently reliable, that 
hundreds of Territorial books have been taken away by unauthor- 
ized persons and never returned, and that books filched from this 
library can be found in many attorneys’ offices in Los Angeles, as 
well as in Arizona. 


I think a suitable person should be selected to look after and 
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procure the return of the books, and that a reasonable appropri- 
ation should be made therefor, as well as for catalogumg and ar 
ranging the books and putting the Library in proper order in the 
new Capitol Building, which will no doubt be completed and oc- 
eupied before the convention of the next Legislative Assembly. 
This is not a new subject, but one that has confronted every Legis- 
lature for years, nor is it the fault of the present Librarian; he has 
kept the Library in exceptionally good condition under the cireum- 
stances. Inadequate appropriations, insufficient space, and ap- 
parent indifference and lack of attention on the part of the Cura- 
tors seem to be the principal faults. 


I recommend that such action now be taken, such regulations 
provided by law, and such penalties imposed for a violation thereof 
by persons officially responsible as will insure proper care of the 
Territorial books, 


LIVE STOCK MATTERS. 


From information received from prominent citizens all over the 
Territory, who are engaged in the cattle and grazing industry, it is 
evident that the present law in relation to live stock interests is 
eminently satisfactory—I refer to Act. No. 6 of the Nineteenth 
Legislature. I believe this law to be sufficient in every way, ex- 
cept that probably butchers who do business in the larger towns of 
the Territory should be required to slaughter at the same płace 
near each town where they are engaged in ousiness, in order that - 
a more perfect system of inspection can be had. Should legisla- 
tion be decided necessary upon this ques.ion of inspection, it 
should be had by a specific act, and in my judgment no change 
whatever should be made in the law by any amendment of Act. No. 
6 referred to. 


WATER STORAGE. 


It is clearly evident that much further progress in the develop- 
ment of agricultural lands and the promotion and proper protec- 
tion of the farming interests of the Territory depend upon the 
storage of water and an intelligent conservation and equitable dis- 
tribution of the present supply throughout the localities depend- 
ent upon irrigation. I deem it of the greatest importance that 
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some plan be devised to expedite and insure water storage, and that 
legislation be had to aid and encourage the construction of reser- 
voirs and for the purpose of controlling and regulating the distri- 
bution of water. 


WORLD'S EXPOSITION. - 


A World's Exposition will be held in Paris, France, in 1900. An 
exhibition there of evidences of Arizona’s resources, and the proper 
representation of our great advantages in: climate, mineral, agri- 
cultural, grazing and forest wealth would in my judgment be very 
beneficial to the Territory. Other States and Territories are active- 
ly moving to provide for an exhibition at the Fair. It now de- 
volves upon you to say in what manner and to what extent the 
industries and resources of Arizona should be shown at Paris. 


The Trans-Mississippi Exposition which was held at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, last year, proved a great suecess in every wav and of great 
advantage to the localities represented. It is now proposed to sup- 
plement the work of that Fair by holding a Greater America Expo- 
sition at Omaha this year. The buildings and grounds have been 
fully preserved, and the regulations of the management provide for 
free space for State and Territorial exhibits. -From the energy and 
reputation of those who have this enterprise in charge, I believe 
it will probably be a greater success than its predecessor, and I 
recommend that the Territory be authorized to prepare an exhibit 
for Omaha, and that you provide by legislation therefor; and it 
would no doubt be wise to provide that, after representation at the 
Greater America Exposition, the exhibits be removed and shown 
at Paris, thereby enabling a double service. Your investigation of 
this subject is requested. ` 


TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 


All the officers of the Territory have performed their duties ably 
and well. With the growth of the Territory, its increased needs 
and official business, the duties of the officers necessarily become 
extended; more clerical assistance is necessary and office expenses 
are greater. It is not consistent with good government to be par- 
simonious with appropriations for the legitimate expenses of the 
people’s servants, nor can the best results be secured to the tax-

payers by false economy in the compensation and expenses of pub- 
he officers. 


Several important changes are, in my judgment, absolutely 
necessary in the offices of the Auditor and Treasurer, to better pro- 
tect the common interests. A more improved and modern system 
of accounts should be adopted, new books should be prepared, so 
that a more perfect exhibit can be made at any time of Terrjtorial 
financial affairs, and a complete check be had between the Territory, 
the officers and the counties. In my opinion, there never has been 
at anv time during the history of the Territory a proper acounting 
system in the two most important offices—those of the Treasurer 
and Auditor. It will no doubt require some expense to properly 
remedy the defects, and these officers should be aided by you in 
accomplishing these very necessary reforms. I earnestly recom- 
mend that you appoint a committee at an early date to confer with 
the Auditor and Treasurer, investigate their offices and discover 
and report to you the needs which are most urgent. i 

I believe the expense fund of the Attorney-General ’s office should 
be increased, and I concur with the recommendations contained in 
his report in that respect. 


REPORTS OF TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 


The law now requires that the reports of Territorial officers be 
furnished the Secretary of the Territory by January 10th, and that 
he shall advertise for bids for printing them for fifteen days, under 
which provisions it is impossible for the printed reports to reach 
you much before January 25th. I recommend that the law be 
amended so as to require that the reports be rendered and printed 
by January 15th of each legislative year. 


ARIZONA PIONEERS’ HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Act No. 53 of the Nineteenth Legislature made liberal provision 
for the Historica] Society of Arizona Pioneers and prescribed suit- 
able regulations under which the society should be governed. The 
money appropriated for the purposes of the organization, as set out 
in the Act, it is alleged was misappropriated by the President of 
the Society. I deem it of the utmost importance that Arizona’s 
history be preserved and perpetuated, and that steps should be 
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taken to prepare authentic data in relation to the early history of 
the Territory. All livingi witnesses will soon be gone and the op- 
portunity lost of obtaining reliable information upon this very, 
important subject, unless all written evidence is preserved. I think 
the Arizona Pioneers’ Historical Society is worthy of encourage 
ment and help, and I recommend that vou investigate the status of 
the organization, with a view of authorizing the Society, if it is 
found capable, to prepare an authentic history of the Territory. 
Encouragement should certainly be given for the purpose, provid- 
ing the proper person or persons can be found to do the work. 


CONTINGENT EXPENSES FOR GOVERNOR'S OFFICE. 


The compensation allowed the Executive hy law is insufficient 
and entirely inconsistent with tlre responsibility which attaches to , 
the office. Not only have the duties increased, but the expenses 
are much greater than formerly. I therefore recommend that you 
appropriate $1,000 for the contingent expenses of the Governor's 
office for two vears. 


INVESTIGATING COMMITTEES. 


T invite the closest scrutiny into the manner of conducting every 
department of the Territorial government, and I recommend that 
you appoint committees for the purpose as soon as possible, -so that 
their reports can be before you for action at an early date. 


In closing this communication, I wish to assure you that it is mv 
purpose to co-operate with you heartily in promoting wise and 
beneficial legislation, and I will communicate with you by special 
message from time to time during the session as matters of public: 
importance are brought to my attention.

I respectfully recommend that you petition Congress by mem- 
orial to amend Paragraph 5 of Chapter 329, Laws of the United 
States of 1878, approved June 19, 1878, which limits the member- 
ship of the Territorial Legislative Assembly to twelve members of 
the Council and twenty-four members of the House of Representa- 
tives. Under the present law the Legislature has no power to 
increase this representation, and whenever it becomes expedient or 
necessary to reapportion the Territory, representation must be re- 
duced in some subdivisions, if increased in others, and the total 
number can under no circumstances be increased, no matter how 
great the increase in the population of the Territory; and should 
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it become necessary in the interests of good government to create 
new counties, making more than twelve in the Territory, no pro- 
vision can now be made for representation in the Legislative Coun- 
cil, unless it be joint with that of some other county, and if the 
new counties created have representation in either branch of the 
Legislature, a new apportionment must be had. In view of present 
conditions and probable future requirements, I recommend that 
you memorialize Congress to so amend the law as to allow the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona sixteen members of the Territorial Council and 
thirty-two members of the House of Representatives.

Executive Department of Arizona, 
Office of the Governor. 
Phoenix, Arizona, February 11, 1899. 


To the Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Twentieth Legislative Assembly of Arizona: 

I respectfully submit for your consideration that the question 
of water storage and the reclamation of the so-called arid lands 
within the Territory should have attention from you commensur- 
ate, if possible, with its great importance to the material interests 
of Arizona. Our agricultural sections have made rapid progress 
in development until we are now confronted with the indisput- 
able evidence that we have about reached our limit of development 
under present conditions controlling the conservation and distri- 
bution of water, and that much further progress cannot be had 
until ways and means are devised by which to increase the water 
supply in localities where irrigation is necessary. Our Territory is 
rich in mines, cattle and timber, but the farming interests are 
very important. Farmers and farming products are nearly every- 
where the mainstay of civilization and government. The great 
valleys of the Gila and the Salt, the Colorado, the Santa Cruz, 
the Verde and other rivers of Arizona, can be made veritable gar- 
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dens of agricultural and horticultural products, so that the taxable 
wealth of the Territory can be increased more from this than from 
any other source. I believe that you should recognize and aid, so 
far as you properly can, water storage for land reclamation pur- 
poses. I therefore recommend that, in addition to a memorial to 
Congress, asking the cession to Arizona of the public lands within 
the Territory, you enact a law exempting from taxation for a term 
of years reservoirs and canals which may be constructed within the 
next few years for the purpose of storing and delivering water for 
public use, under such limitations as you deem just and fair as to 
control, and also in regard to rates that may be charged. In my 
judgment, the exemption from taxation of this kind of property is 
more justifiable than is that of any other property exemption, for 
the reason that when reservoirs and canals are constructed they 
cannot fail to increase the taxable wealth and population of the 
Territory in a very large degree, by making possible and inducing 
the occupancy and development of lands now vacant and non-pro- 
ducing. I consider the enlargement and improvement of the water 
and irrigation systems of Arizona an imperative necessity for the 
good of the people.

Joint Committee to confer with the Capitol Grounds and Build- 
ing Commission reported as follows: 


To the Twentieth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Ari- 
zona: 


Mr. Speaker—Your Joint Committee appointed to confer with 
the Capitol Grounds and Building Commission, and ascertain what 
has been done anid remains to be done towards perfecting the com- 
pletion of the Capitol Building, beg leave to respectfully report, as 
follows: 


That whereas, Act 9 of the Nineteenth Legislature was ratified 
hy Congress and approved by the President of the United States, 
March 8th, 1898. 


This Act authorizes the Territory of Arizona to issue One Hun- 
dred Thousand ($100,000.00) dollars of bonds, to be known as 
“Capitol Building Bonds.” 
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The records of the preceding commission show that these bonds 
were issued and sold to ©. R. Mayers, Columbus, Ohio, at par. A 
commission of two and one-half per cent. was allowed to C. R. 
Mayers for making the sale. The proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds were received by the Territorial Treasurer Gn or about Av- 
gust 16th, 1898, The present commission organized August 19th, 
1898, by electing E. B. Gage Chairman and E, H. Parker Secre- 
tary. The commission, acting on advice from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, readvertised for plans for a Capitol Building fo be erected at 
a cost not to exceed One Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


On November ist, 1898, the commission proceeded to select 
from sixteen different sets of plans the one which they thought 
was hest adapted to suit the requirements for Arizona’s future Cap- 
itol. The plan selected is so arranged as to answer all present 
requirements and will admit of future additions without detracting 
from the appearance of the building.

Notwithstanding the overworked condition of the instructors, the 
systematic arrangement of the classes and the discipline of the 
scholars is beyond a shadow of criticism, there being a‘marked de- 
gree of respect and love shown by the scholars to their school in 
general and instructors in particular. 


The Library is meager and in no way sufficient for the needs of 
the students of an institution such as our Normal should be. 


We find a decided bareness in the grounds around the school that 
can only be improved by provision being made for the employment 
of a landscape gardener. 


The old school building that was formerly the Normal Schoo! is - 
now practically in disuse and can be utilized. very conveniently for 
any necessary purpose, such as a gymnasium, dormitory or any like 
_ purposes. 


In appreciation of the vast amount of good realized by the 1 Ter- 
ritory from the results of our Normal School we have cited here 
only the weaknesses and recommend that they be considered in the 
order in which they are cited. 


We further recommend that this Legislature remedy the defects 
to the full extent of the financial ability of the Territory.

Special committee to report on the Territorial University asked 
leave to-report. Granted. 


The report was as follows: 
MAJORITY REPORT. 


To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 


Arizona: 


Mr. Speaker—The Joint Committee appointed to investigate the 
Territorial University of Arizona, beg leave to report: 


Your committee proceeded to the university and sought to 
make as thorough examination of the ‘conduct and affairs of the 
University as the limited time would permit. 


We found the buildings in fairly good state of repair. The main 
University building is apparently well constructed, but is too small 
for the purposes of a University and will in the near future, if the 
present growth continues, be entirely inadequate to meet the de- 
mands. The dormitories and residences for the professors are well 
and substantially built and with slight repairs can be put in good 
condition. Addition to the dormitory is a necessity. . 


The mill used for crushing and concentrating ores is a rough 
building sadly out of repair and on account of being attached to 
the building is unsightly, adding risk to the loss of the main build- 
ing in case of fire, and when in operation is a disturbance to the 
students in recitation, or when pursuing their studies. It should 
be removed. Its appliances for treating ore are out of date and can 
be of little value to promote modern methods as applied to the min- 
ing industry. 


The laboratory of the mining department is well equipped for 
efficient instruction of a scientific and practical character, and the 
whole department is ably conducted by competent professors, « 
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The laboratories. for the Agricultural Department, where Pro- 
fessors Toumey and Forbes conduct scientific experiments for the 
analysis of soils, water, and investigations pursued on scientific 
lines, are very complete. 


The researches in these departments are ably conducted by en- 
thusiastic ànd competent scientists. The investigations by Profes- 
sor Toumey of the black knot so destructive to the deciduous trees, 
have been extensive and satisfactory and promised to solve that 
complicated problem both as to its origin and its cure. 


The School of Manual Training evidences competent manage- 
meni, but the appliances to successfully conduct it are inadequate. 
Additional buildings and more machinery and tools are needed. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


The Library is cxeellent for its size and has many valuable books 
and periodicals. It is being added to each year as means will 
justify. Fhe room, 30x40, is too small for the accommodation of 
the Library and students who need to use it for reading and in- 
vestigation. ‘The Library is becoming so valuable and increasing 
so rapidly that it should, in connection ‘with the Museum, ‘have a 
separate fire-proof building to accommodate and preserve it from 
the risk of loss by fire. 


The Musuem contains an excellent collection of the ores and 
minerals of Arizona and other regions, all valuable for educational 
work. Several thousand specimens have been collected and could 
with difficulty be duplicated or replaced. There is crowded into 
the same room the ornithological and archaeological collections de- 
posited by Herbert Brown. The ornithological is composed of 
every species of bird in Arizona, with specimens of their nests and 
eggs. It is a great credit to its owner and very valuable. It should 
by all means be protected in a fire-proof building. 


While we were unable to make a critical examination into the 
courses of study and methods of teaching, still everything ap- 
peared to be ably conducted. We found one hundred and thirty 
students in attendance, and a corps of fifteen teachers, besides six 
assistants and a ees two stenographers and one engineer. 


Sa a ee 
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employed for teaching in the laboratory, in drilling the cadets, 
work in the library, and for the performance of duties of minor 
importance. Their pay ranges from five to twenty-five dollars each 
per month for the school year, aggregating eighty-five dollars per 
month. These appointments are wisely made and the money ju- 
diciously expended. There are four good teachers on a salary of 
one hundred dollars per month each, teaching the students in the 
preparatory department, which has about ninety students. 


Professor Blake has charge of the School of Mines and is a man 
of wide experience and well qualified to hold this position. Pro- 
fessor Bolbe is assayer in his department and competent. Profes- 
sors Toumey and Forbes in their respective departments of biology 
and bontany and chemistry are a credit to the university and are 
the two professors who represent ably and well the agricultural de- 
partment in laboratory work. There are five professors, including 
Professor Parker, members of the Faculty representing other de- 
partments. So far as we can judge all are well qualified for their 
. positions. l 


There are two stenographers and typewriters, one engineer, one 


janitor and mail carrier to do work for the university. The ex- . 


periment station department has a superintendent and engineer on 
a salary of one hundred dnd sixty-six dollars and sixty-six cents per 
month. A professor of agriculture and horticulture on a salary of 
one hundred dollars per month. They have six assistants, viz: 


Three foremen, three laborers, with salaries aggregating two hun- 
dred and forty-three dollars per month. 


The University can be analyzed with reference to its number of 


classes and students as follows: 


The catalogue of 1897-98 before us, shows that in the college 
proper there were twenty-eight students in the four classes; ninety- 


nine in the preparatory department and twenty-nine pursuing spe- |: 


cial courses; one hundred and fifty-six in all. There are one hun- 
dred and thirty students in attendance this year. We have not the 
exact information to classify, but presume that about the same 
ratio exists now as is reported in the catalogue of 1897-98. If so, 
this would give about twenty-four in the four classes of the college 
proper, ninety in the preparatory department, and twenty-six. pur- 
suing special courses. 


atest atte, 
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There. are forty students in the college classes and the special 
course to be taught in other ways. There are five professors, in- 
cluding the president and three assistants, besides the four—Pro- 
fessors. Blake, Toumey, Forbes and Bolbe, heads of special bur- 
eaus, to give instruction. In the judgment of the committee thir- 
teen competent instructors and three assistants are more than 
are needed to adequately instruct one hundred and thirty students, 
with ninety of them in the preparatory department.

THE ENDOWMENTS. 


Congress passed an Act August 30th, 1890, appropriating an- 
nually $15,000.00 for each State and Territory, said money to be 
taken from proceeds derived from the sale of agricultural lands, 
stipulating that one thousand dollars should be added to it each 
-year until the sum should reach twenty-five thousand dollars, and 
continue at that amount and be used for the more complete endow- 
ment and maintenance of colleges for the benefit of agriculture and 
_ the mechanic arts. It stipulates that “It shall be applied only to 
instruction in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the English lan- 
guage and the various branches of mathematical, physical, natural 
and economic science, with special reference to their applications in 
the industries of life and to the facilities for such instruction.” 
Section 2 provides that if there is a colored college as wel! as white, 
in States, the money shall be equally divided between the two. 
Section 3 provides that if any portion of the money received by the 
designated officers of the State or Territory, for the further and 
more complete endowment, support and maintenance of colleges, 
er institutions for colored students, as provided in this Act, shall 
by any action or-contingency be diminished or lost, or be misap- 
plied, it shall be replaced by the State or Territory to which it 
belongs, and until so replaced no subsequent appropriation shall 
be apportioned or paid to such State or Territory. It further stip- 
ulates that none of this fund can be used to purchase grounds, 
build buildings, or make repairs. By an Act of Congress, March 
2, 1887, fifteen thousand dollars more was appropriated, to be 
available annually and set apart for experimental work, stipulating 
that none of this money can be used to purchase grounds or erect 
buildings and only five per cent. of it for repairs. The purpose of 


this Act is described in substance as follows: 
A i 
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“To establish agricultural experiment stations for the- purpose 
of conducting original researches, or verifying experiments on the 
physiology of plants and animals, the diseases which they are sev- 
erally subject, with the remedies of the same: 


The chemical composition of useful plants at their different 
stages of growth. 


. The co- operative advantages of rotative cropping as pursued un- 
der a varying series of crops. 


The analysis of soils and water.. 
The capacity of new plants or trees for acclimation. 


The chemical composition of manure, natural and artificial, with 


experiments designed to test their comparative effects on crops of 
different kinds. 


The adaptation and value of grasses and forage plants. 
The composition and digestibility of the different kinds of food 


for domestic animals. 


The scientific and economic question involved in the production 
of butter and cheese; aiid such other researches or . experiments 
bearing directly on the agricultural industry of the United States. 
This is the general tenor and scope of the Act and aè applicable to 
conditions in Arizona, it would include methods of irrigation, 
time, manner and results of the application of water to the differ- 
ent kinds of soil. 


It is stipulated when there is no agricultural college in a State 
or Territory to accept and use this fund as intended, a State Uni- 
versity may accept the trust and expend the appropriation under 
direction of agricultural department. - r 


In 1887 a statue was passed by the Legislature of Arizona as a 
revision of the Act of 1885 establishing the University of Arizona. 
Paragraph 2495, Section 10, of the Revised Statutes declares: The 
University shall consist of five departments: 


First. The department of Science, Literature and Art. 


Second. The department of theory’ and practice of nee 
instruction. 
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Third. The department of Agriculture. 
- Fourth. The Normal Department. 
‘Fifth. The department of Mineralogy and School of Mines. 


Under subdivision 4, viz: The Department of Agriculture, the 
Territory accepted the trust of expending this thirty thousand dol- 
lars and its addition, from the government as directed by the Acts 
of Congress. This fund, under those Acts, the one known as the 
Morrill Act, which has now increased to twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, and the other devoted to experimental work fifteen thousand 
dollars. There is now being expended annually from this source 
forty thousand dollars. 


Although these moneys were set apart and declared to be ap- 
propriated especially for the more complete endowment and main- 
tenance of colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the mechani, 
arts, we find from reports made to us, that the Regents of the 
University are using money from these two funds to pay all the 
salaries of teachers in every department in the University, except. 
$62.50 per month as part pay of the Professor of Languages, $35.00 
per month to foreman of grounds, $42.50 for janitor, $32.50 for 
laborer and five dollars per month for time-keeper, aggregating in 
all $177.50 per month, which sums are paid from the Territorial 
fund. l 


While much of this forty thousand dollars can be legitimately 
used for the payment of the expenses of the University from the 
agricultural fund. We are of the opinion that the construction of 
the law by which so great a per cent. of it is expended to maintain 
all of the departments declared by the Arizona statutes to be separ- 
ate and distinct, cannot be thus expended, unless it is admitted 
that the whole University, except that fraction of it which teaches 
the languages has passed to the department of agriculture, and the 
University to all intents and purposes has become an Agricultural 
college. a 


EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 


‘Already one hundred and fifty thousand dollars has been paid 
into the Treasury of Arizona the past ten years for experimenta- 
tion in the interests of agriculture. What are the results? Outside 
of the laboratory work performed by Professors Toumey and

Forbes in their departments the results have been in later years for 
the most part meagre and unsatisfactory. Aside from results ob- 
tained from experiments of sugar beets carried on by the co-opera- 
tion of the farmers who furnish the land and water, and did all 
the work, and met.all the expense, except that for seed and the care 
of one plat of ground at the Canaigre Farm, there is very little 
worth speaking of to show for all this expenditure of money. As 
the director of the station in his report of the past year says: “So 
far as we can find, for many of the years in the past it can be said: 
The changes of the station workers in inopportune times, and the 
incompetency of foremen at other times, have so seriously inter- 
fered with field experiments. that the results are valueless and sub- 
ject to severe criticism on the part of the public.” As the value of 
the laboratory work depends upon the care and accuracy of the 
field work, this failure of field work has practically rendered the 
laboratory work of little value. 


There has been worse failure upon lands on the University 
grounds declared by the director to be “entirely unsuited for field 
experiments,” and lands used adjacent to Tucson reported. as lack- 
ing “sufficient water supply” than in any other place. The direc- 
tor says that “the only land controlled by the station during th.. 
vear that could be used -for general culture work was at the sub- 
station at Phoenix” and then adds: “The distance of this sub-sta 
tion from Tucson made it impracticable to exercise much control 
in management from the University.” 


The main trouble arises from the fact that there is no suitable 
land near the college to make experiments upon, and lands obtain- 
able in agricultural valleys are so distant from the University as to - 
preclude the.contro] necessary to procure satisfactory results. 


The University, as a literary institution, and for the successful 
conduct of the School of Mines, is favorably located, but for the 
promotion of the department of agriculture, its location is s unfor- 
tunate. 


The Board of Regents express the faith and the hope that they 
can profit by the experience of the past and redeem in part the 
past failures. 


Unless the Legislature seeks the remedy for the solution of this 
problem by the establishment of an agricultural college to be 
placed in a valley adapted to agriculture, and thus pave the way 
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Now that the laboratories are fully equipped and supplied, unless 
there is legal objection, whitch we cannot discover, the pay for łab- 
oratory work can also be taken wholly from the Morrill fund. ln- 
‘gsmuch as this fund was appropriated in the interests of agriculture 
and its adjuncts, we think that it is due that the agricultural, horti- 
cultural and stock interests should be represented on the Board of 
Regents by an experienced man, and that the whole fund should be 
expended with wisdom, skill and economy so as to secure better 
results to these interests. 


Your committee is mindful of the fact that if the three great in- 
terests of the Territory, mining. agricultural and stock, represented ~ 
in the agricultural department of the University, are properly con- 
served and are able to direct the proper expenditure of this manifi- 
cent appropriation by the government, untold benefit will accrue 
to the Territory, and problems will be. solved that will place our 
Territory in the van of all the States as a producer of precious 
metals, and among the first in agriculture and the growing and 


feeding of stock.

MINORITY REPORT. 


- 


To the Tlonorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory of- Ari- 
zona: 


The Joint Committee appointed to investigate the Territorial 
University of Arizona, beg leave to present the following report; 
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‘traction of the scuentifie and practical character, and the eomunit- 
te feels that in this department the students were deriving in- 
truction of a high order from the talented menibers of the Fae. 
ulty. 


The facilities for commercial instruction are limited by want of 
proper furniture and appliances and thus arises from insufficient 
means at the command of the Board of Regents to fully equip this 
department. The instruction in this department is, however, in- 
telligently and zealously conducted with the means at command. 


The laboratory for the agricultural department is of most com- 
plete excellence and character and furnishes a means of instruc- 
tion that can hardly be surpassed. Your committee cannot too 
highly commend the distinguished ability and practical application 
of this laboratory mstruciion by the mémbers of the Faculty. The 
researches in this department in a highly scientific degree, have 
been extended in aid of the cultivation of sugar beets and the date 
palm. Extensive experiments are being pushed forwara m the in- 
vestigation of the black knot, which attacks the roots of fruit . 
trees and which promotes a vast destruction of such trees, and, 
causes enormous losses to the farming communities. It is confi- 
dently believed that the cause of this disease and of its spread in 
orchards have already been ascertained. The remedy to prevent 
this disease is receiving a most pers sistent and intelligent investiga- _ 
tion by this department of the University, and there is little doubt 
that it will be soon effectually determined and announced to the 
world. These results will be of incalculable value to our farming 
communities, and their perfection will shed the highest lustre - 
upon our University. 


The School of Manual Training and Manual Arts evidence skill- 
ful management and-most thorough work. There is, however, a 
want of sufficient accommodations for the students of this depart- 
ment, More room is required for necessary mechanical appliances 
and if the highest results are to be attained in this department of 


» 
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instruction, the present building requirs to be enlarged, and other 
buildings sliould be added-for a forging room and for proper fa- 
cilities to the students to permit places for changing their clothing 
and for bathing after their labors in the carpenter shop and at 
the forge. 


MUSEUM AND LIBRARY. 


The present floor area of the library, to-wit: 1200 square feet, 
is overcrowded. Before many more books are purchased for the 
library it will evidently be necessary to.inerease the size of the room 
by adding to it the English class room now partitioned off. In that 
- ease, there will be no accommodations for the English department, 
since the building is already taxed to its fullest capacity. ` The ` 
amount of space demanded for the library has increased at the 
average annual rate of 200 square feet of floor area since the Uni- 
versity was opened, At the present rate of increase in books and 
- usage an additional area of three hundrd square feet will be needed 
each year. l 


The development of the library has reached such a stage that ita 
continuance and its present unsafe quarters is a matter of ‘great 
risk and of much anxiety to the Board of Regents. Tke library 
now contains sets of scientific and literary periodicals covering the 
last forty years which, if destroyed, would be very difficult to re- 
` place. From this time on the purchases will be largely of books 
and sets of scientific journals for reference and research that it 
would be almost impossible to replace. For example, there has re- 
cently been purchased at a cost of $225.00 a file of a scientific 
. journal, of which there are but two Other copies for sale anywhere, 

Such sets, if destroyed, could only be replaced, if at all, at a greatly 
, advanced cost. 3 - . 


A fire-proof building is not only immediately necessary for the 
protection of the library, but is equally essential for the protection 
of the museum. This museum already contains a very good repre- 
sentation of the ores and minerals of Arizona and of other re- 
gions, all of the utmost value as representative of our mineral ` 
resources and for educational work. Several thousand specimens 
have heen collected together, and many of them could be never 
dupl.cated or replaced. The collection is growing constantly, and 
is thus increasing notably from year to year in its importance and 
value. Itis now arranged in one of the larger rooms of the School 
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of Mpeg building, and which are being added from year to year 
by gift from the miners, and by efforts of the Director of the’ 
School of Mines, 


Tt i> not only the mineral and metallurgieal specimens that aru 
erowded int» this single room, but also the ornithological collec- 
tions and those of archaeology. Both of these sciences are repre- . 
sented, - : ; ' 


i 


The ornithology by the valuable series of the birds of Arizona, 
among which are found every species anf variety of bird known 
to Atizena, together with specimens of their nests and eggs. This 
collection, we feel, would do credit to. the foremost museums of the 
world. Alt these priceless collections are crowded together in a 
building which is not fire-proof, and in case of the accident of a 
fire would be lost to the Territory and to science. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 

The main courses of study are offered and taught in the Uni- 
versity, namely, Engineering and Mining, Literature and Science. 
Besides these, there is a special course in Bookkeeping and facili- 
tis arc offered for spcial work in various departments. 


During the past five years it is found that twenty-four students 
have taken technical courses of instruction in'the chemical and 
mining departments. Of these, fourteen are now in active service, 
most of them in connection with mining. There are seven gradu- 
ates engaged in business and teaching. Summing up the compen- ` 
sation of the twenty-one students whose work is definitely known, 
it is found to amount to twenty-five thousand dollars a year, which 
is the present amount of the endowment of the University by the 
Morrill fund. Thus the money which has been invested in the 
work of education in the University of Arizona is already making © 
returns far in, excess of the endowment fund. 


Your committee made some examination in relation to the Agri- 
cultural Experiment station connected with the University, and 
while it is evident that in the early years of the University this 
department has had an unfortunate: management, so far as any 
practical results have been derived, it is yt apparnt that under the 
ere of the present Board of Regents, life has heen injected into. 
this department, 

ani . 
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The committee cannot fail to express its belief that in the past 
the efficiency which should have characterized the management of 
the experiment stations in this Territory, has, at times, been greatly 
marred by a want of competency in the agents placed in charge 
of this department. The committee regrets that it feels it to be 
its duty -to state that the incompetency referred to is to be directly . 
attributed to political interference with the management of this 
department; and the committee recommends that proper legislative 
action shall be taken to restrict the right of removal of a member 
of the Board of Regents of the University during the term for. 
which he shall have been appointed to office, and that no member . 
of such. board shall be removed during his official term except for 
cause, and then only upon written charges of misconduct in office, 
the wilful violation .of law, or failure and neglect to perform the 
official duties enjoined by law, upon any or all of which charges a 
hearing shall be allowed and a written finding of guilty as charged 
shall be made before the power of removal shall be exercised. 


The committee respectfully -suggest that the highest and best 
results in educational work in every department of the University 
can only be attained by freeing the educational system of the in: 


- stitution from political interference. 


The committee, however, does not desire that its criticism in 
relation to the management of the Experiment Station shall be 
considered as applicable to the present administration of the affairs 
of the University. : 


DORMITORY. 


It is apparent that the, present dormitory building is entirely 
inadequate to provide the needed accommodations for the pupils 
who require the same. The rooms are crowded, and a number of © 
pupils are housed in a wooden barracks; this being the only tem- 
porary means available. Immediate relief to the University in re- 
lation to dormitory accommodations seems to be a necessity. 


The grounds of the University were visited and found in excel- - 
lent order, presenting in connection with ,the buildings à very 
beautiful landscape. The various departments of instruction were. 
in. active operation during our visits, and everything about the _ 
management and work in the class rooms evidenced the highest: _ 
discipline and efficiency. E 3G, stake 
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It has not been thought necessary to burden this report with de- 
tails in relation to the operations of the University, as these will be 
found at’ length in the annual.report. of the Board of Regents of 
the University to the Governor of Arizona, for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1898, which is now in course of printing and which will 
soon appear upon the deéks of the members of the Legislative As-

TO THE HONORABLE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES OF THE UNITED STATES IN CONGRESS 
' ASSEMBLED. 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, respectfully represent to your honorable 
bodies that: 


In this territory, more than one-half of its area is not 
arable. That, therefore, this vast non-arable domain herein 
is used exclusively for grazing purposes. That the raising 
of horses, cattle and sheep is largely engaged in by the stock- 
raising part of our people, and especially the raising of cat- 
tle and sheep. That much conflict of interest is all the time 
arising between these industries because of the grazing of 
cattle, sheep and horses, the grazing of sheep over the same 
territory being obnoxious to the grazing of the other two. 

That there seems to be no way left out of the difficulty 
thus arising and growing but to regulate it by legislation of 
the Government. 

That, as your memorialists believe, the only way to do 
this and leave all interests properly prorated and protected, 
will be to authorize the leasing of these lands under proper 
regulation, so that the sheep industry may have its part, and 
so on, so that in the end the respective industries may not 
come in conflict with each other further. 

Therefore, your memorialists respectfully ask that your -

I respectfully return without my approval House Bill No. 
12, entitled “An Act to protect the workingmen of the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona,” for the following reasons: 


It is not apparent wherein the measure can protect the 
workingmen Section one of the act can have neither force 
nor effect in any way. The evident: intent, however, as 
would appear from the language— 


“is hereby declared to be negotiable and redeemable 
or payable and so enforceable in the courts of the 


Teritory, at the option of the holder thereat in 
lawful money of the United States, or in goods, 
wares, merchandise or supplies,’’ 


is to make the evidence of indebtedness to which the act 
refers legal tender within Arizona: which exceeds the legis- 
lative jurisdiction. 


Section two sets out the inoperative and unconstitutional 
conditions of section one, and adds that the 


“intent to compel or coerce any employee or em- 

ployees fo take goods, wares or merchandise, chat- 
- tels or supplies from any particular person, firm or 

corporation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor,” 


thereby declaring the refusal to recognize an illegal and i inop- 
erative statute a misdemeanor.

I have the honor to inform you that I have this day signed 
H. B. No. 43, an Act entitled ‘‘An Act entitled an Act to en- 
courage the construction, maintenance and operation of 
reservoirs, canals and other means for the development, con- 
servation, storage and distribution of water for mining, 
manufacturing and agricultural purposes within'the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona. ` 


I have signed this bill because of the almost unanimous . 
wish of our citizens for legislation encouraging water storage 
for land reclamation purposes. The wording ofthe first 
section of the bill, however; is unfortunate, in that it ex- 
empts from taxation all property used for the development, 
conservation, storage and distribution of water for mining 
and manufacturing purposes, with all appurtenances there- 
unto belonging, .hereafter constructed, erected, excavated 
and installed within this Territory, as well as for agri- 
cultural purposes. I do not think it is the desire of the peo- 
ple to exempt from taxation any of the personal property of 
mining and manufacturing companies. Pumping plants, 
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pipe lines and machinery connected with the water service 
of mining companies to be héreafter constructed will be 
exempt under the provisions of this bill; and the same is 
true of manufacturing companies, which must surely result 
in unjust discrimination; e. g.: The property of all ice com- 
panies hereafter organized in i compliance with the provisions 
of this bill, and their capital stock, would be exempt from 
_taxation. 


I cannot believe it was the intention of your honorable 
body to exempt any kind of property other than canals and 
reservoir and water development property and machinery for 
agricultural purposes, and for arid land reclamation. I do 
not wish to disapprove the bill and thereby jeopardize the 
principal object for which it was passed, at this late day in 
the session; but I earnestly recommend the immediate intro- 
duction and passage of a bill amending the first section of H. 
B. No. 48, so as to eliminate from its provisions the property 
of mining ‘and manufacturing companies.

IT have the honor to return without my approval H. B. No. 54, an 
Act to provide for the payment of the members of the Boards of 
Supervisiors of the counties of the fourth, fifth and sixth class 
within the Territory of Arizona. 

While the title of the bill indicates that the measure refers to 
salaries and compensations only, its fourth section relates to an 
entirely different subject, viz.. licensing live stock. This 
however, is not a sufficient reason for disapproval. A license is a 
tax, and all kinds of liye stock are taxed in every county of the 
Territory, and are subject to the general laws relating to assess- 
ment and equalization. The bill, as worded, is in my judgment 
special legislation, which is prohibited by the organie laws of the 
Territory. It was presumably the intention of your honorable 
body to make the law general; but section four makes the law 
applicable only to fourth, fifth and sixth class counties, and not 
to all the counties of the Territory. For that reason, in my 
judgment, the law would be inoperative, if the bill were signed.
